Landsdown Road site chosen

Shying away from areas which 
have generated opposition from 
the business community, City 
Council has selected a refuse 
transfer station site in a 
predominantly undeveloped 
residential area off proposed 
Rosemont Road near North Lan- 
ding Road. 

Close to 20 speakers objected 
to one or the other of the four 
sites recommended by the city 



staff before council voted 7-3 in 
favor of the Landstown Road 
site, the staff's second choice. 

The staff recommended 
Cleveland Street as its first 
choice. Cleveland Street also at- 
tracted the most people in op- 
position to using the site. 

The staff's original first 
choice, at Bendix and Bonney 
Roads, was removed from the 
consideration by council several 
months ago when the developer 
of what was described as a large 



multi-million dollar health com- 
plex said he would not be in- 
terested in a nearby site if the 
transfer station were located 
there. 

Vice Mayor Reba McClanan, 
who voted against the site selec- 
tion, said that council was taking 
the Landstown alternative 
because that community had the 
fewest number of people in the 
packed Council Chambers.

As construction continues at 
the Virginia Marine Science 
Museum on Gerleral Booth 
Boulevard, residents of the 
Chesapeake Bay Exhibit are set- 
tling in. Those already living in 
the aquariuin include a Nurse 
Shark, some Red Drum, Black 
Sea Bass, Mullets, Spade Fish, 
Sergeant Majors and Tarpons . 

The exhibit, which features a 
50,000-gallon aquarium, is one of 
four habitats in the museum's 
Journey of Water through 
-the Virginia area. The "joufflfy" 
encompasses one half of the 
museum and follows the path of 
water through the state from the 
Coastal Plains Rivers, through 
the Salt Marshes, and Chesapeake 
Bay into the Deep Ocean. 

"This is the really exciting 
lime/* J. Thomas "Tom" 
Whitman, the museum's Curator 
of Exhibits said. "We are 
bringing in the animals, 
organizing and getting everything 
established." 

Whitman, who has for 20 years 
worked with aquatic exhibits, 
takes his job very seriously. 

"We brought these fish into 
captivity and it is our duty to 
keep them healthy and well cared 
for," he said. "Right now they 
are in a period of adjustment. 
Some of them have been together 
less than a week. Some fish, just 
like humans, simply don't ad- 
just." 

While some species are harder 
to keep in captivity than others. 
Whitman said, each fish has its 



own personality, wh . uuen af- 
fects how it does in captivity. 

There was a Sand Shark in the 
Chesapeake Bay tank, but it just 
couldn't seem to adjust Whit- 
man said. Because it was not 
eating and was not doing well it 
was set free. 

His replacement is a rather shy 
Nurse Shark, which spends much 
of its time hiding in the eel grass 



Because of their rather bland 
personalities, Whitman said. 
Nurse Sharks can be deceiving to 
divers. "They do have teeth just 
like other sharks and they will 
bite," he added. 

Low mortality rate 

Whitman said he has been sur- 
prised by^the extremely low mor- 
tality rate they have experienced 
at the museum. It is normal for

at the shallow end of the 
aquarium. Nurse Sharks are very 
seclusive. Whitman said. Because 
it can feel the grass on all sides, 
it feels well hidden. 

"Nurse Sharks are bottom 
feeders and like their privacy," 
Whitman said. "The first three 
days this one was here, he spent 
much of his time trying to get 
behind the rocks in the tank." 



an aquarium to experience about 
a 30 percent mortality rate, he 
explained. In the first year of 
operation, some may even ex- 
perience a 100 percent mortality 
rate. 

The Chesapeake Bay aquarium 
has experienced about a one-half 
to one percent mortality rate, ac- 
cording to Whitman.

Zeamer said that a number of 
robins as well as Yellow-Rumped 
Warblers were presently at the 
refuge. These birds tave stopped 
off on their way north to prepare 
for breeding. Some will remain in 
the area, she added. 

Zeamer was surprised that no 
deer were spotted during the

New system for personal 
property taxes considered

Commissioner of the Revenue 
Robert Vaughan has proposed 
the adoption of a new formula 
for computing personal property 
taxes. His intent, said Vaughan, 
is to achieve equity and unifor- 
mity in taxation while main- 
taining the same level of 
revenues. 

Details of the proposal, which is 
primarily concerned with the 
taxation of motor vehicles, have 
yet to be worked out. 

He said, however, during a 
council workshop that he would 
recommend basing the tax rate on 
the lo»n value of a vehicle, rather 
than the retail value, as it appears 
in the handbook of the National 
Automobile Dealers Association 

(NADA). 

At present the Beach taxes 
vehicles $6 per $100 valuaUon 
\med on 50 percent of the retail 
value of the vehicle. Vaughan 
would base the rate on 100 per- 
ant of the loan value of the 
vdikle. 



Since the loan value is lower 
than the retail value (26 percent 
less for the newer cars to 325 per- 
cent less for the older vehicles), 
the rate would have to be in- 
creased to bring in the same 



amount of revenues, he said. 

Vaughan said that taxpayers 
would not experience an ap- 
preciable difference in their 

taxes. He said that the owners of

Pupils on the rise 

The effect that the city's rapidly growing child 
population will have on the schools is something 
that should concern all Virginia Beach residents. 

Unofficial projections recently released by 
School administrators indicate that the elementary 
school population could grow by more than 9,000 
pupils by September 1989. If these projections are 
extended one year, to encompass the period covered 
by the school system's capital-improvement plan, 
the number of pupils entering Virginia Beach 
schools over the next five years would be 12,000. 

This rapid growth rate is based on two major 
trends. 

First, the sharp increase in the city's birth rate. In 
1984 alone the number of births to Virginia Beach 
residents increased by 8.8 percent. 

Second is the increasng number of apartments, 
town houses and single- family homes being built in 
the city. These tend to attract young families. 

A number of the city's 43 elementary schools are 
near or over capacity. There are some areas in the 
city where the schools are under capacity. 

But most of the growth is taking place in the 
southern part of the city where the housing boom is 
occuring. There is also some growth in the Bayside 
area. 

Schools in these areas are near or above capacity. 

The capital-improvement plan calls for five new 
elementary schools. These schools could accom- 
modate 5, 190 pupils. — -r- 

Obviously something more needs to be done. 
There is a possibility that some new school projects 
scheduled for 1991-1993 will be moved up. This in- 
cludes three more elementary schools. 

The City Council's capital-improvement plan, 
adopted last year, includes a $12.5 million referen- 
dum in 1987 for projects already planned. The in-

Anyone who has 
ever witnessed nighttime aircraft' 
carrier flight exercises knows fir- 
st-hand how one miscue can 
result in unforgiving consequen- 
ces. 

Submariners, who prowl the 
depts of the oceans for long stret- 
ches at a time .cjxtxing.i^ 
strategic missions in the defense 
of our' country, are engaged in 
particularly hazardous duty, 
while the safety record of our 
pilots and submariners is ex- 
cellent, the fact is that at some 
point, no matter how many 
redundant safety systems are at 
work, accidents and the resutting 
tragic loss of life will happen. 

Perhaps, . "Hero" is an 
overused term, but I think it ip- 
plies to the many people in otu* 
society who deal with danger as 
a matter of course in their jobs. 
They don't seek public praise or 
recognition, probably many of 



them don't really view their jobs 
as being potentially life- 
threatening, liie fact is that they 
are and these people perform 
vital functions that others either 
could not or would not. 

So, as we go about our daily 
lives, I think it's worth remem- 
bering those unsung heroes 
whose talents and courage make 
this nation so great.

Even stronger demands have 
been made by William S. Wood- 
side, chairman and chief 
executive officer of the American 
Can Company. 

In published remarks of one of 
Woodside's speeches he said, "It 
means we can't get by anymore 
with telling our lobbyists to put in 
a good word for education every 
now and then while the specter 
of Gramm Rudman looms 



mienacingly over federal funds 
for education, it means we can't 
just send a corporate executive to 
Washington or Albany for an oc- 
cassional goodwill visit without a 
specific agenda or determination 
to follow through. It means, in- 
stead, thaf^e have to organize 
ourselves into an active, 
sustained support mechanism on 
behalf of public education. It 
means that we have to support 
candidates for elective office who 
share our view of the importance 
of providing public funds for 
public education." 

The increased interest of 
Wsiness in public education is 
a very important national 
movement.

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Book portrays intriguing life 
of a unique frontier couple 
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Books

Biographies of movie stars, 
sports heroes, rock musicians, or 
politicians are frequently fun to 
read and may even reveal a 
backstage vieV of ^orl4^ mo»t 
..people never see. Political 
biographies often provide insight 
into decisions that shape history. 
Standing tall among these 
celebrities are the stories of or- 
dinary people whose lives are in- 
triguing because they faced 
unusual dangers, were 
courageous through personal 
tragedy, or lived ordinary lives 
well. 

John D. Fitzgerald portrays 
the well-lived lives of his parents 
in Papa Married a Mormon, a 
loving and hvely biography of 
family hfe in the frontier town of 
Adenville, Utah Territory, during 
the 1890s. Beyond the family por- 
traits lies a story of Gentile and 
Mormon cooperation and mutual 
respect, infrequently portrayed in 
literature. 

Fulfilling a death-bed promise 
to his mother, Tom Fitzgerald 
(Papa) came to Silverlode, Utah 
Territory, in 1884 to find his 
brother Will, the "wdld one' of 
the family. Will, now a successful 
gambler and saloon-owner, had 
settled in Silverlode, the mining 
town across the water ditch from 
Mormon Adenville. 

Tom, a newspaperman, bought 



the local paper and reinstated the 
editorial policy of neutrality on 
Mormon-Gentile issues. Soon he 
had the respect of both com- 
munities, as well as subscriptions 
and printing commissions from 
the powerful Mormon leaders. 

While soliciting subscriptions 
in nearby Enoch, Tom met Tena 
(Mamma) and fell instantly in 
tove.' 'Sincet.Tom wi«:i;0«itile, 
and Tenant: Morm<»n, . their 
marriage was forbidden. Even- 
tually Tena returned Tom's love, 
and they eloped, hiding in huge 
waterbarrels as a posse searched 
the train they were riding on. 

Before returning to Adenville 
two months later, the couple had 
been married twice; ultimately 
they repeated their vows four 
times. The day of their 
elopement, they lied about 
Tena's age (she was within a week 
of being an adult at 18 and were 
married by a Gentile District 
Court Judge. 

To assure the legality of the 
marriage, Tom and Tena were 
remarried in a civil ceremony on 
her 18th birthday. 

When the couple were expec- 
ting their first child, they were 
wed in a quiet Mormon ceremony 
by Bishop Aden, a life-long 
friend, who not only performed 
the ceremony, but also recorded 
it as having occured months 
earlier. 

Tom's consistent policy of 
fairness in his newspaper was 
unusual at a time when most 
Gentiles distrusted Mormons. 
Mormon and Gentile com- 
munities were still strictly 
separate. Gentiles were not 



welcome in Mormon towns and 
Mormons avoided Gentile set- 
tlements. 

Most newspapers in Utah were 
strongly partisan, with little or no 
attempt to report fairly news of 
the other group. Tom's paper 
was different. His editorial policy 
favored neither group, and he ac- 
tively solicited both news and 
public service items impartially^ 

Tom and Tena were.a&o 
respected in their private lives, 
though at first the apostate 
couple were isolated from the 
Mormons of Adenville. Once 
Bishop Aden welcomed the Fitz- 
gerals to the weekly Mormon 
socials and showed his acceptan- 
ce by dancing with Tena, some of 
the Mormon women began 
visiting her again. 

Tena could no longer attend 
church, and both Tom and Tena 
missed the consolation of their 
faiths, so they began private 
devotions at home and sang 
Catholic and Mormon hymns on 
Sunday afternoons, with Tena 
accompanying on the piano. Their 
Joyful sounds attracted the other 
churchless of Silverlode, and 
soon Methodist, Baptist, and 
Jewish songs were sung and 
shared in fellowship. 

John Fitzgerald relates both 
amusing and serious episodes 
from his childhood as he tells his 
parents' story, but the dominant 
theme is always love and respect 
for people and their beliefs. 

Readers of Fitzgerald's Great 
Brain books for children will en- 
joy recognizing people and events 
in the joyous true story of fron- 
tier America. 



How to get good tree work 




In an urban divironmoJt, like 
Virginia Beach, moderate to large 
size tr«s will eventually reach a 
point where they will need some 
assistance in retaining their ap- 
pearance and vigor. They may 
also reach a height, branch 
spread, or state of decay where 
they present a threat to houses, 
people and other trees. 

Most people are not equipp«i 
to do the need«i work and will 
have to turn to a "tree service" 
for assistance. The International 
Society of Arboriculture has 
provided some guidelines on 
what to look for in a tree service 
before engaging its servias. 

When dealing with a tree ser- 
vice, first expect a fair appraisal 
of the health and safety of the 
tree(s) in question. Realize that 



the best course of action for some 
trees is removal. It is pointless to 
spend a considerable sum of 
money to extend a declining 
tree's life for a few years. Other 
trees may require little or no 
work at all. 

A good tree service will check 
trunk cavities and wounds and 
advise the client as to their con- 
dition before work begins. 

The tree service should supply 
insurance, licensing and ex- 
perience information upon 
demand. A good service can give 
references. 

Beware of services that solii^it 
business door-to-door. Good tree 
service generally have enough 
st«dy clients and referrals that 
they do not have to obtain 
business in this manner. 

TTie tree service should offer a 
firm price for work recommen- 
d«i. The old adage "you get 
what you pay for" applies. 

An explanation of what needs 
to be done and how the work will 
be performed should be given. 
Avoid firms which recommend 



radical topping and severe 
pruning. 

The trees should not be clim- 
bed with spikes. Rope and wire 
should not be wrapped around 
trunks or branches. Branches 
should not be cut flush with the 
trunk. Poor tree work of this sort 
can ruin the aesthetic appeal of 
the trees and even kills them. 

Get a specific explanation in 
writing as to who is responsible 
for any damage done during tree 
maintenance operation and who 
is responsible for any clean-up. 

Finally, there may be more 
than one method for treating a 
particular problem. A good tree 
service should discuss the various 
alternatives. This is especially 
true when fertilizers or chemical 
pesticides are involved. 

Well-cared-for trees are an 
asset to a yard and neigh- 
borhood, providng shade, 
beauty, privacy, and wildlife 
habitat. Allow only licensed and 
insured professionals to care for 
trws.

Well users may 
get a break on fees 

City Council will consider a 
proposal presented by Deputy 
City Manager Aubrey Watts 
that calls for reduced connec- 
tion costs to the city water 
system for well users, at its 
Monday, Feb. 10 meeting. 

The city promised to consider 
alternatives when well users 
were angered by the possibility 
that the water impact fee, 
passed by council on Jan. 6, 
would apply to them. 

The impact fee was created to 
pay for 51 percent of the 
proposed Lake Gaston pipeline. 

The plan for well users would 
guarantee them a reduced fee, if 
they signed up for city water 



connection by July 1 , regardless 
of when the connection is 
made. It also drops the $400 
line charge for new connec- 
tions. 

Those who sign up by July 1 
would pay about $1,053 if the 
proposal is approved. As a 
result of the impact fee, the 
average cost to hook up a home 
will be $2,282. 

About 3,000 of the ap- 
proximate 4,000 well owners in 
Virginia Beach wo do not get 
city water, live in Little Neck or 
Great Neck . =.==„=. 

Council down on 
townhouse rezoning 

Eight of the 11 Virginia 
Beach City Council members 
"havesaidthey will not ^uppotJrt* 
any more townhouse rezoning 
requests for projects 200 units 
or more. This decision stems 
from fears that townhouse; 
communities in the city are 
becoming ' 'ghost towns . " 

The council members said: 
they would not object to small- 
complexes on a few acres . 

They have no control over; 
projects on parcels of land; 
already properly zoned for- 
townhouse construction. ■ 

Among those opposed to this; 
stand is Mayor Harold E.: 
Heischobcr. He said he does: 
not want to be part of a move 
that would be a restraint of 
trade in the city.

lal photography on view bears 
little resemblence to the hard, 
factual and often severe pictures 
he shoots daily as a photojour- 
nali st. 

Gehman's images are quite 
. unreal and dreamlike, and he 
chooses to depict people in their 
personal or even alien environ- 
ments. 

His photogTaph5;"when viewed 
in series, attempt to bridge the 
worlds of photojournalism and 
creative fine art photography that 
Gehman even describes as 
'strange and wierd" in an ap- 
pealing way. 

Gehman emphasizes that these 
works are not intended to have 
immediate I'eadability like 
newspaper photographs. Hence, 



he may introduce the element of 
fiction into the works. 

In "Beyond Reportage," both 
Gehman aid Goodwin literally do 
go beyond the bounds of factual 
reportage. They reject the factual 
images a camera will usually 
produce for accessible and easy 
readability. Thus, Gehman's and 
Goodwin's larger-format silver 
print photographs may appear 
elusive and abstract to the viewer 
simply because they present an 
unusual dimension or side of a 
subject. 

Goodwin, a photography in- 
structor at Tidewater Community 
College and founding curator for 
The Chrysler Museum's 
photography gallery, approaches 
his work with much the same 
surreal vision that inspires Geh- 
man. 

Entitled "Interfaces and Air- 
foils," Goodwin's work is an 
elaborate series of photographs 
that study the different elements 
and properties of water and air. 
Goodwin says he is especially in- 
trigued by the motion of a boat, 
or vessel, in water, and the "in- 
terface," which he defines as 
"the seam where the water and 
air meet" — and also the source of 
many visually interes^ting 
phenomena. 

Goodwin's photographs, 
largely abstract compositions, 
contain expansive elements of 
nature such as streaming water, 
air and wind, sunlight and 



weather. Goodwin, originally a 
painter who took up 
photography as a medium adjun- 
ct to his paintings, has always 
been interested in an ocean en- 
vironment. 

A longtime Tidewater resident, 
Goodwin has spent many years 
near the ocean, admiring boats 
and noticing the subtle effects of 
light and weather on the water.

this can be attributed to 
predation, he explained. 

"I had a Black Sea Bass that 
was having some trouble," he 
said. "Before we could do 
anything for him, he was eaten by 
one of the Red Drums." 

In recreating a cross section of 
the bay predation of fish eating 
other fish, is a problem. Out in 
the bay, the larger fish naturally 
eat the smaller ones. Whitman 
explained. 

^ The way around this problem. 
Whitman explained, is to make 
the fish "lazy." This is done by 
providing them with plenty to 
eat. If the large fish are kept well 
fed, they won't have any desire to 
eat the smaller ones. 

At feeding time, the larger fish 
are fed first so thev won't <to..a£<^ • 



tank on a string weighted with a 
fishing weight. Small bits of the 
block break off and fioat in the 
water for the fish to eat. 

The fish are fed dead food. For 
this reason they a'Ve periodically 
given "pill fish" which contain 
vitamins. Vitamins, specially 
Vitamin B and C, are lost in the 
dead food, Whitman explained. 

Whitman said the staff is still 
adjusting to the feeding habits of 
the fish. A standard gauge is to 
feed based on 10 percent of the 
body weight of the fish in the 
tank, he said. 

Because feeding habits vary 
from fish to fish. Whitman said 
he and the two other staff mem- 
bers, who are currently caring for 
the fish, carefully record the 
iishi&actixily during feeding.

ter the smaller fish, he explained, 
throwing handfuls of squid into 
the tank for the fish. The fish are 
also given shrimp. 

The shrimp must be peeled fir- 
st, he said. 

"Fish don't always eat the 
whole thing," Whitman said, 
carefully shelling some shrimp. 
"With shrimp they might take 
the whole thing in their mouth 
but they would spit out the 
shell." 

The smaller fish are fed with 
food blocks. These consist of a 
variety of fish and seafood that is 
minced in a food processor and 
/rozen in blocks. 

The blocks are lowered into the 



"This is the second day for 
example that I have fed the 
spades in the shallow end of the 
tank," he said. "I'll put this in 
my report and be sure to tell the 
others, so they will continue to 
feed them here," 

There are other subtle ways of 
noting the fish's eating habits. 
The gags turn slate gray around 
the gills when they are hungry, he 
said. When they have finished 
feeding they are a marble color. 

"Look now, see how the fish 
are just kind of picking at the 
food, instead of going after it 
aggressively?" he asked. "This 
indicates that they are getting 
full." 



Landsdown site chosen

terests of the residents. 

McQanan said that the site, 
not as central tc liic area which 
will generate tue garbage, will be 
more cosily and was chosen by 
Council as the "easy way out." 

The issue has been highly con- 
trovesal from the outset. The site, 
which is owned by the city, will 
be purchased by the Southeastern 
Public Service Authority which 
will build and maintain the 
facility in conjunction with the 
regional refuse disposal system. 

The system, which is expected 
to be on line by 1987, will use 
garbage from Tidewater cities to 
generate power at a plant being 
constructwl in Portsmouth. The 
energy will be purchased by the 
Navy for the Navy Yard which 
adjoins the SPSA site in Ports- 
mouth. 

City Manager Thomas H. 
Muehlenbeck said that the system 
will eventually call for three tran- 
sfer stations in Virginia Beach. 
The Landstown Road station will 
be the second and will be built 
like one located in Norfolk on 
Ballcntinc Boulevard. It will be 
completely enclosed. The other 
transfer station in Virginia Beach 
is located off the Toll Road on 
Laskin Road and is not com- 
pletely enclosed. 

Also voting against the Lands- 
town site were Councilman 
Robert G. Jones and Coun- 
cilwoman Barbara Henley. 
Councilwoman Nancy Creech 
abstained. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones 
said that the Undstown site was 
l»st because the area is still un- 
developed. 

Councilman John A. Baum 
said that Council made its big 
mistake in not making a decision 
long ago. SPSA wanted the site 
six months ago. the issue has 



been debated and deferred a 
number of times. Baum said, 
however, that an advantage in the 
selected site is that in an un- 
developed area, more can be 
done with screening, 

Councilwoman Meyera Ober- 
ndorf said that the city had a site 
at Bendix and Bonney Roads. 
Three Council members did not 
choose to eliminate the site — 
McClanan, Henley and Ober- 
ndorf. She said that she would 
vote for Landstown because the 
land surrounding it is still vacant 
and people who move in will be 
aware that the transfer station is 

there. 

Speakers complained about the 
effect of the plant on neighboring 
properties, the Odor, traffic and 
the seagulls and rats that would 
be attracted to the site. 

In addition to the Landstown 
Road site, other sites considered 
were at Cleveland Street and 
Aragona Boulevard; Greenwich 
Road; and Crusader Circle in 
Ocean West Industrial Park. 

Opposing the Cleveland site 
were Thomas A. Lindsley, a 
commercial developer; W. C. 
Stebbins, an owner of two stores 
on Cleveland Street; Glenn 
Croshaw, attorney representing 
business interests in the " area; 
Flora Burns, a commercial 
property owner; Ed Hansen, 
representing the Aragona and 
Pocahontas Civic Leagura; and 
Beryl Adler. 

Speaking against the Crusader 
Road site v.?re Paul M. Gottal; 
Harry Purkey Jr., representing 
Life of Virginia; Glenn CoUard, 
who is in the food business; who 
operates a business at Oceana 
West; James Collier, president of 
Chesapeake Bay Brewing Com- 
pany which is located in the Park, 
and Kelly Tellford, another Park 
tenant. 



Chemical level checks 

To keep the fish healthy, the 
chemical levels in the water must 
be monitored. Some levels, like 
the salt content, are only checked 
when the water is changed. 
Others must be checked daily or 
even several times a day . 

Because the chemicals are 
tested in paris per million and 
parts per billion, Whitman said, 
they use special test kits with 
premeasured chemicals. 

The copper level in the water 
must be monitored daily. Copper 
sulfate, which is used to keep 
down the amount of algae in the 
water and to r^uce the risk of 
disease, should be l.S parts per 
million. Whitman said. The fish 
are very sensitive to the copper 
level. A level of 2.5 parts per 
million, for exampTe, is toxic to 
most sp«^" 

Thi . iUnmonia, nitrate and 
nitrite levels are also routinely 
checked. 

"See my pH level is a little 
low," he said pointing out the 
color of the water in the test vile. 
"This means I need to add some 
soda ash to the water. ' * 

The test viles have a chamber 
on the left for the water sample. 
On the right side are squares in 
varying shades; the pH kit for 
example is done in shades of pur- 
ple. Each shade indicates a 
varying degree of a chemical in 
the water. 

"I tend to keep the pH level a 
little higher than many aquarium 
keepers," Whitman said. "This 
gives me larger room for error. 

"Say my air supply got shut 
off one night," he continued. 
"The CO' level in the water 
would affect the pH level. After 
lack of air, pH shock is the 
second thing that can kill the 
fish." 

Ammonia is the direct by- 
product of the fish, he explained. 
There are bacteria in the water 
that eat the ammonia and turn it 
into nitrates. In high levels 
nitrates are toxic to the fish. In 
turn, there are other bacteria in 
the water that convert the nitrates 
into' nitrites which are not harm- 
ful^ to the fish. It is import- 
2^t that this delicate balance be 
maintained in the tank, he added. - 
The Chesapeake Bay Exhibit 
consists of four sections, accor- 
ding to C. Mac Rawls, museum 
director. In the 50,000 gallpn 
aquarium are the three com- 
munities: the Eel Grass, Oyster 
Ledge and Chesapeake Bay 
Bridge. Separated from the 
others is a "touch tank" which 
contains invertebrates. 

Because of their sensitivity to 
copper the invertabrates must be 
separated from the vertebrates, 
Whitman said. 

The touch tank area, which 
simulates the tidal community, is 
equipped with an old skiff and a 
wave machine. Horseshoe and 
Spider Crabs. Moon Sndls, Star- 
fish, and Whelks (which some 
people incorrectly call conchs) 
can be found in this area. 

The Eel Grass community ser- 
ves as a nursery area. Here young 
fish can grow in the protection of 
the grass. 

From here the fish often move 
on to other communities.

Taking a winter beach walk 
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numbers around 300. The size of 
the herd is causing problems for 
the deer, she said. 

"Our caring capacity at the 
refuge for deer is around 120 
animals," Zeamer said. "The 
health of the animals cannot be 
effectively maintained with more 
than this number of deer." 

Food for the deer is a major 
problem with such a large herd. 
Especially during the winter mon- 
ths, when food is at a minimum, 
the deer cannot find enough to 
eat. ' 



Water Fowl Migration 

Creating a habitat for 
migrating water fowl is the 
.refugft'* maia iunction and the 
reason it was originally created. 
It is the focus otf several 
management control prt)grams. 

There are a series of dikes on 
the refuge that are used to control 
the flow of water into the im- 
poundment areas. These areas 
are created for the variotis^water 
fowl af the refuge. 

The refuge is currently in- 
volved in bird banding, Zeamer 
said. Ducks at the refuge are

Last winter, for example, 
Zeamer said between 40-60 young 
deer out on Long Island starved 
to death. Long Island is located 
west of the visitor center out in 
Back Bay. . 

The fear of disease is another 
worry for the refuge with a deer 
herd as large as the present one. 
Hunting considered 

To bring the herd back down 
to a manageable size the refuge is 
considering opening the area for 
a 12-day hunt next year. It would 
be the first deer hunt in the 
refuge's history, Zeamer said. 
Before the area became a refuge 
it was a popular hunting ground. 

This type o\ project falls under 
a broad range of refuge 
management control programs, 
she explained. The purpose of 
management control is to main- 
tain the best wildlife environ- 
ment.

and geese, she explained to the 
group. 

"These prescribed burnings 
should not be confused with the 
recent fires here at the refuge. It 
is believed they were started by 
some of the trappers," Zeamer 
said. "When planning a 
prescribed burn, weather con- 
ditions and wind activity are 
closely checked. This is because a 
shift in the wind could easily 
cause the fire to become out of 
hand." 

Pointing out the curving, 
wooden, picket-style fencing in 
the dune area, Zeamer told the 
group that this type of sand fen- 
cing is used to stablize the sand 
dunes as well as create new 
dunes. 

The dunes at Back Bay are 
mainly man-made, she said. 
Prior to the 1930s the area was a 
salt flat. 

"Around 1933 the Civil Con- 
servation Corps were brought in 
to construct sand fencing to 
create the dun«." Zeamer said, 
"Prior to the construction of the 
dunes, the area waj4ust a giant 
washover. The dunes were built 
to protect property and save lives 
in the event of major storms " 

The way the sand fencing 
works, Zeamer toW the group, is 
that sand builds up along the fen- 
di^, thus cr«iting the dunes.

The third section in the large 
aquarium simulates the 
Chesapeake Bay Bridge area. 

There are pilings, like those 
found at the bridge in this part of 
the exhibit. 

"What you have with the 
pilings is a man-made environ- 
ment that has become a mini- 
community in the wild," Whit- 
man said. "Animals can be 
found here that aren't normally 
found in the deep parts of the 
Bay. Barnacles and sponges at- 
tach to the pilings, which in turn 
attracts other animals." 

The larger fish can be found in 
this rock community. The fish, 
like Black Sea Bass, are very 
territorial. Currently in this sec- 
tion of the tank the fish are 
estabhshing their grotmds. 

The rocks in this section of the 
aquarium are hollow. This in- 
creases the surface area of the 
habitat three times, Whitman 
said. 

"The fish like to find 
predatory hdes," he said. "They 
back into these and wait for their 
prey. They cm quickly dart out 
and catch their food and then 
return to the safrty of their holes. 
This protects them from 
becoming prey to other 
creature." 

The mu^um is planning to 
open this qmng, RawU said. 



being banded so that their 
migratory habits, age, and other 
activities can be monitored. 

"This helps us learn a lot about 
the habits of the birds," she said. 
"Each band has a number, which 
is recorded. When the bird is 
found at another location or even 
if it is shot by a hunter we are 
notified." 

Stressing the significance of 
this type of project, Zeamer said 
there are a pair of banded Tundra 
Swans that have been seen in nor- 
thern Alaska that return to the 
refuge each year. 

During the winter months the 
water fowl are the main attrac- 
tion at the refuge. Among the 
winter residents are Snow Geese, 
Tundra Swans and a variety of 
ducks, including Blacks, Pintails 
and Wiggens. 

To observe these creatures one 
must be willing to hike or bicycle 
three or four miles into the refuge 
to where the impoundments are 
located. 

Though it is actually a penin- 
sula, Zeamer said the 4,600-acre 
refuge has the characteristics of a 
barrier island. Most barrier 
islands are slender with the ocean 
on one side and another protec- 
ted body of water, like Back Bay. 
These islands can be found on the 
Atlantic Coast from 

Massachusetts through the Gulf 
Coast area. 

Several Regions 

On the refuge, as on many 
barrier islands, the terrain can be 
broken into several regions. 

There is Back Bay, which con- 
tains aquatic vegetation, fish, 
crabs and eels. The vegeution at- 
tracts water fowl. 

The vegetation in Back Bay. 
for a number of reasons, has 
been dying off but there is still a 
number of varieties that attract 
the birds, Zeamer said. 

There is also the marsh region. 
It is broken into two areas. The 
low marsh is inundated with 
water all year. The high marsh is 
inundated with water 
periodically. A number of 
grasses, such as smart w^ and 
cord grass, grow in these ar«is, 
she explained. 

Moving to higher elevations 
with better drainage, one comes 
to the shrub area. Here can be 
found bayberry. blueberry 
bushes, live oak and wax myrtle. 
On the refuge a hybridization 
between the wax murtic and the 
bayberry has occured, Zeamer 
said, pointing the bushes out to 



the walkers. 

Deer, owls, hawks and gray 
squirrels can be found in the 
maritime forest . Live- Oak , 
Loblolly Pines and Red Maple 
grow in the area. 

The sand hills are a fav&rite 
spot for small song birds. This is 
where the hearty hikers spotted 
the robins. These flow into the 
dunes. 

The unusual twists and shapes 
of the dunes are a marvel to 
behold, but they offer little at- 
traction to the wildlife, Zeamer 
said. They are hot during the 
summer months and proved little 
in the way of food. 

An industrious scavenger, the 
ghost crab can be found in the 
dunes and on the beach. He beats 
the heat by burrowing into the 
sand. He hides in his little cavern 
until night fall th«j scurries out 
to feast on trash and organisms. 

Next comes the beach and 
ocean area. This region offers a 
rugged existence and thus is 
mainly inhabited by shorebirds, 
like gulls, terns and sanderlings. 
During the summer brown 
pelicans can also be seen. 

On the beach front the hikers 
came upon large mounds of sea 
foam. It was so profuse it gave 
the appearance of snow . 

Zeamer explained that this 
foam was not an indication of 
pollution. It is created naturally 
by the churning of the waves. 

Completing the walk, hikers 
returned to the visitor center to 
view the exhibits and a film being 
shown. The more adventurous in 
the group head^ down the Dike 
road in search of water fowl. 

The refuge offers a variety of 
hikes and excursions for the 
public. It also shows films in the 
visitor center every Saturday and 
Sunday at 10:30 a.m. and 2:30 
p.m. 



New tax system

newer vehicles would be paying 
somewhat more and the owners 
of older vehicles would be paying 
somewhat less. 

Vaughan would make the tax 
rate uniform for motor vehicle 
and boat owners alike, but poin- 
ted out that Council has the op- 
tion under State law to set dif- 
ferent taxes. Boat owners, who 
have requested the city to lower 
taxes, attended the workshop and 
later discussed the tax system 
with Vaughan. 

Vaughan said that he would 
use the lowest possible value for 
boats from the various 
publications which list boat 
values. 

He said, however, that his first 
concern was for making the tax 
on the M7,000 motor vehicles in 
the city more equitable. By con- 
trast, the city taxes 8000 boau. 

Boat owners maintain 
however, that owners of larger, 
more expensive boats, have their 
boats registered in localities with 
lower taxes. Portsmouth has just 
lowered taxes on boats to attract 
the larger craft to that city. 

Vaughan said that the people 
are "aggravated that we tax as 
high as we do." They say, said 
Vaughan, that they cannot sell 
their cars for the retail value 
listed in NADA. 

By changing the system, 
Vaughan said, the city will have a 
system uniform with surrounding 
communities which base their tax 
rate on 100 percent of the loan 
value of the vehicle. 

Vaughan wants council's 
decision by April 1. The tax 
would be effective for calendar 
year 1987. 

The most important area of 
personal property tax« is the 
motor vehicle tax. BoaU, saM 
Vaughan, come after business 
personal property, business taxes 
and machine and tool tax. 

"It's time to stop fooling our- 
selvK." said Vaughan, by taxing 
cars for more than the owner can 
get for his car. 
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Council opposing 
Senate bill 281 

City Council is opposing 
Senate Bill No. 281 which 
would reinstate defunct cor- 
porations. The legislation would 
take away from the courts their 
control and administration of 
presently pending and future* 
receivership proceedings. The 
courts now oversee the rein- 
statement of corporations that 
ceased to exist more than five 
years ago. 

A resolution calling for 
defeat of the bill was adopted 
by council. The practice in 
Virgin^ .Beach has been foriir- 
dividuals to buy up defunct 
corporations and claim owner- 
ship of land once owned by the 
corporations. The city has had 
to buy back some of the land at 
steep prices. 

Seatack residents^ — 
upset by rezoning 

Members of the Seatack 
community have charged fliat 
their interests were misrepresen- 
ted when property in the target 
neighborhood was rezoned 
from residential to commercial. 

They requested recon 
sideration of the rezoning ap- 
plication but were defeated 
when no Council member on 
the prevailing side made a 
motion for reconsideration. 

Robert H. Josephberg and 
James C. Nocito had requested 
the rezoning from R-6 Residen- 
tial District to B-2 Business 
District on 1.3 acres of land on 



the northeast corner of South 
Birdneck Road and Longstreet 
Avenue in Olive Heights. They 
were granted to less intense B-1 
rezoning by a 9-2 vote of Coun- ' 
cil. Council women Barbara 
Henley and Meyera Oberndorf 
dissented. 

The Planning Commission 
had recommended approval by 
a 6-S vote and the planning 
staff said that the zoning did 
not conform to the Com- 
prehensive Plan or the pQlicy 
statement of council concerning 
target neighborhoods. 

The Rev. Barnett 
Thoroughgood, representing 
the Seatack Civic League, sand 
the nerghbors did not attend the 
council meeting last week 
because they did not Jmow^ 
about it. 

Susan Whitehurst, vice 
president of the Civic League, 
and a member of the City Ad- 
visory Commission for target 
areas said that the residents tfid 
not attend the Planning Com- 
mission meeting because they 
knew that the final decision 
would be made by council and 
they intended to be at that 
meeting. 

In their absence, said 
Thoroughgood, council was 
told that the people were in 
favor of the rezoning which was 
not correct. 

The property is being sold to 
the applicants by a number of 
heirs. According to William 
Mason, a member of the 
family, but not an heir, the. 
family will have an interest in 
the community shopping center 
planned for the site. 



Barnett and Whitehurst said 
the civic league has been op- 
posed to the rezoning from the 
start. 

Robert Steinhilber, attorney 
representing the applicants, 
said that the applicants already 
have a surveying team on the' 
property. 

Councilman John A. Baum 
said that council was getting in- 
to the political area. 
Thoroughgood is planning to 
run for council. Thoroughgood 
said, however, that he was not 
doing anything for politics, 
because the group he represen- 
ted already supports him. 

City Attorney Dale Bimspn 
said that the city complied with 
all the notification required by 
law. If a person misses an op- 
portunity to speak, he said, he 
also waives that opportunity 
"because things have to come 
to an end sometime." He added 
that the applicants may now 
have vested rights in that they 
have contracted for work to be 
done. 

Council members 
on ethics committee 

Councilman Robert Fentress 
and vice Mayor Reba Mc- 
Clanan have been appointed a 
council committee to review the 
Conflict of Interest ordinance 
presented by the city Ethics 
Committee. 

The committee had been 
given two weeks to review three 
ordinances ~ its own recom- 
mendation, changes to this 
document made by City Attor- 
ney Dale Bimson, and a shorter 



document submitted by Coun- 
cilman Robert G. Jones. 

The Council Committee is 
expected to bring back its 
recommendations in 30 days. 

PUD set back 
by commission 

The city's long-embattled 
and revised Planned Unit 
Development district (PD-H2) 
has been sent back to the Plan- 
ning Commission by City 
Council with a request to look 
into its demise. 

Rae LeSesne, president of the 
Council of Civic Organizations 
pointed out that the 
classification was originally 
designed to assist builders 
during a period of high interest 
rates. That is no longer the case, 
he s^id, and asked that the 
classification be deleted. 

"For six years we have never 
agreed," said Mayor Harold 
Heischober, ' ' but Fagree-with 
you now." 

Councilman Louis R. Jones 
also asked whether townhouses 
could be eliminated from PD- 
H2. 

Planning Director Robert 
Scott said that the ordinance 
can be written to allow 
townhouses and multifamily 
uses only with conditional per- 
mits or council can put in a 
maximum density or a percen- 
tage of density requirement. 

"If we're going to have a PD- 
H2," said Jones, "I want 
something in here that's going 
to be a lot stronger." 

"If there's anything that's 
created a problem for council 



it's PD-H2," said Heischober. 
"All we've come up with are 
abominations. I hope someone 
has the courage to vote this 
thing down." 

Councilwoman Meyera 
Oberndorf called for the repeal 
of PD-H2, making a motion to 
request the Planning Com- 
mission to consider recommen- 
ding repeal. The Planning 
Commission was given 60 days 
to come back • with a recom- 
mendation. 

Jim Morrow, of the Morrow 
Group of Companies associated 
with Lotus Creek Associates 
and the Hellspoint Golf course, 
said that a consultant, Ralph 
Martin, is coming here from 
California and has offered to 
work with the city on a redraft 
of the ordinance. ~' 



Council says no 
to day care 

City Council has refused to 
allow a day care center to be 
located on a site reserved for a 
church on the former Brown 
farm on the west side of 
General Booth Boulevard. 

By a vote of 8-2 council 
denied the application of R. 
Larry Turner, president of 
Turner and Associates for a 
conditional use permit for a day 
care center (Children's World) 
on the 1.25-acres parcel of part 
of a larger parcel set aside for a 
church. Turner said that using 
commercially-zoned property 
for the center would be too ex- 
pensive. Councilmeh H. Jack

proximate cost of $5.5 million each, would mean 
that city and school officials will need to raise an 
additional $16.5 million. 

There are some alternatives to building new 
schools that could be implemented to help ease the 
problem. These include building additions to some 
existing schools, employing the use of portable 
classrooms and realigning school boundaries to 
better use existing schools. 

The fact remains that much needs to be done to 
accommode the increasing number of children in 
the schools. Virginia Beach residents need to work 
with the city and school officials to create the best 
possible solution to an ever growing problem.

Hope for Eearfi-wat^men 

Virginia Beach watermen's wish that commercial 
crabbing in part of the lower Chesapeake Bay be 
permitted may come true. 

The House of Delegate's Chesapeake and Its 
Tributaries Committee agreed to send a bill that 
would allow commercial crabbing in the Bay bet- 
ween the Chesapeake Bay Bridge-Tunnel and Cape 
Henry Lighthouse between June 1 and September 
15, to the House of Delegates floor. The bill is 
sponsored by Del. Shirley F. Cooper, D-Grafton. 

This area is part of a protected sanctuary that has 
been restricted to commercial crabbers during the 
summer months for approximately 44 years. The 
sanctuary was established to protect crabs during 
the spawning season. 

The sanctuary extends from Willoughby Spit to 
the Cape Henry Lighthouse to Cape Charles on the 
Eastern Shore. 

For Virginia Beach watermen this restriction has 
meant turning to the inland waterways of the Lyh- 
nhaven System as the source for their crabs. All this 
commercial crabbing activity in the Lynnhaven 
System, which includes the eastern and western 
branches of the Lynnhaven River, Long Creek and 
Broad and Linkhorn bays, has led to overaowding. 

This crowding has resulted in problems for 
boaters who use these waters for recreational pur- 
poses. 

If passed, the bill, which would lift crabbing 
restrictions in this approximately 10 square-mile 
area of the Bay, would also ban commercial crab- 
bing during the same time in Long Creek and 
Broad and Linkhorn bays. 

Opponents of this bill contend that the 
legislation would present a threat to the blue crab 
population. 

According to the Virginia Institute of Marine 
Science, lifting the restriction in this small area 
would not affect the blue crab population. 

Jack Travelstead, chief of the fisheries 
management division of the Virginia Marine 
Resources Commission stated further and he did not 
think lifting the restriction in this area would en- 
courge crabbers in other parts of the sanctuary to 
make similar requests. 

He said this is an isolated case, where the san- 
ctuary has left soipe crabbers without a place to 
crab. 

Virginia ^ach watermen have tried unsuc- 
cessfully in the past to have the commercial crab- 
bing restrictions lifted in this area. It is time for the 
General Assembly to grant their request.— CM. 



Home sateUite TV is aHve and well

In Oc- 
tober 1984, President Reagan 
signed ■■■t4»e""SateHi4e'"Tele%4sion 
Viewing Rights Act, which stated 
that anyone may receive un- 
scrambled satellite-transmitted 
programming without obligation 
to the programmer. 



The act also entitles satellite 
TV viewers to receive scrambled, 
or encrypted, satellite- 
transmitted programming for a 
reasonable fee and under com- 
petitive conditions. 

The scrambling issue hardly 
means that satellite TV owners 
will lose access to free program- 
ming. On the contrary, the vast 
majority of programmers have 
no intention of scrambling their 
signals. The handful who do will 
become premium options for dish 
owners to choose from. 

Only home satellite TV gives a 
person complete control of his 
viewing options. With Cable TV, 
it's your local cable comp»ti^,ihat^,. 
chooses what service you will be 
offered. 

Accordiiig to Dqvid Wolford, 
publisher of Satellite ORBIT 
magazine, the industry's leading 



program guide, "Many people 
who already have cable would 
prefer the variety you get with 
home satellite TV. And then 
there's the 31 million rural 
Americans who live outside 
cable-wired areas. For them, 
home satellite TV is essentially 
their only option." 

Currently, home satellite TV 

viewers can receive more than 100 

unscrambled domestic channels, 

plus several dozen additional 

audio services. As the number of 

satellites increases in the future 

(six new satellites are expected to 

begin operating this year), so will 

the number of programs.

T^arental consent for abortions dangerouF

At first glance, the idea of 
restricting a minor's access to 
abortion service by requiring the 
consent of a parent sounds like 
motherhood and apple pie. But, in 
fact, the ^'parental consent" 
measures now regularly being in- 
troduced into the Virginia 
General Assembly are being in- 
creasingly viewed by the public, 
correctly, as an assault on teen- 
age girls who desperately need 
protection. 
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Such measures could just as 
well be renamed "teenage suicide 
bills". They represent a 
significant step backward to the 
time when women were forced to 
seek illegal, dangerous abortions, 
resulting in thousands of deaths 
and tens of thousands of women 
being left sterile. 

The harsh reality is that the 
state simply cannot mandate 
family communication, especially 
for teens who do not have the 
type of home enyironment con- 
d'6civtf~te'»as*ifig"'-^p«fhifiSi6li! «F 
their parents to end an unwanted 
pregnancy. 

, Undeniably, it would be highly 
desirable if all teenagers enjoyed 
such closeness with their parents. 
But the real world is a far dif- 
ferent place for many girls. 

Nationally, 76 percent of 
pregnant teenagers already in- 
volve parents or another family 
adult in the decision of whether 
or not to have an abortion. But 
"parental consent" legislation 
would force the other 24 percent 
who need protection the most in- 
to illegal and life-threatening 
alternatives. 

Many of these children have 
parents who physically abuse 
them, who have already 
threatened them with beatings or 
banishment from home if they 
were to get pregnant or would 
refuse to allow them to have an 
abortion. 



Numerous case histories reveal 
the situations facing girls living in 
problem homes. Typical 
problems include a violent 
alcohoUc father, parental poor 
health, including emotional 
disorders, and marital dif- 
ficulties. The introduction of 
another "problem" exacerbates 
the turmoil in a fragile family. In 
desperation, many teens would 
seek the alternatives of self- 
induced abortion or back-alley, 
illegal abortion. 

The central issue in this ill- 
conceived legislation is maturity. 
The patrons claim that a girl under 
18 is not mature enough to make 
a decision on abortion. We 
should ask this questions: Is the 
under-18-year-old too immature 
to make a decision on abortion 
but then physically and 
emotionally mature enough to 
nurture, raise and support a 
child?

At present, minors in Virginia 
have the right to medical treat- 
ment without parental in- 
volvement in cases of venereal 
disease, drug abuse, mental 
illness, birth control, family 
planning and pregnancy-related 
services. These laws recognize 
that parental involvement could 
discourage teens from receiving 
n«;essary treatment. 

The judicial bypass procedure 
in "parental consent" legislation, 
which allows a girl to obtain 
permission from a judge in lieu of 
parental permission, serves no 
constructive purpose. The fact 
that this bypass is even included 
validates the belief that many 
girls cannot goto their parents. 

Under provisions of the 
judicial bypass, the bench need 
only determine whether a girl is 



sufficiently mature to deal with 
the facts. Should a judge find 
that the applicant lacks the 
matunty to understand, the judge 
must decide whether the abortion 
will be in the girl's best interest. 

Deciding whether or not it is in 
' the best interest of an unmarried 
teenager to carry a fetus to term 
against her wishes requires om- 
nipotence far beyond judicial 
training. 

The requirement violates con- 
fidentiality, thereby 

discouraging girls from seeking 
medically safe, legal abortions. It 
is hard to believe that anyone 
would want to force a victim of 
rape or incest of plead her case to 
a stranger in a frightening 
situation as though she were a 
criminal. 

The reality, too, is that few 
adults, let alone children, know 
how to petition a court without 
hiring a lawyer. In states that 
have passed a "parental consent" 
law, judges testify that all it ac- 
complishes is delay, often 
pushing a girl into the second 
trimester of pregnancy, which 
then requires a, more expensive, 
complicated procedure. . ,., 

Discouraging girls from having 
abortions is the true purpose of 
"parental consent" legislation. 
While some would applaud this, 
we must recognize that the drastic 
invasion of privacy and fear of 
detection by going to court is 
enough to push many a girl into 
desperate action. 

We in Virginia have a choice. It 
is between providing safe, legal 
abortion or illegal, unsafe abor- 
tions. We need to ask ourselves 
three questions: What do we 
want for our daughters and 
granddaughters? Can even those 
of us who believe our daughters 
would come to us to discuss 
having an abortion really be 
sure? And are we willing to risk 
their lives?

Antitrust proposal may hurt small business 



Changes in the nation's an- 
titrust statutes may be determen- 
tal to small businesses in Virginia 
Beach and elsewhere.

Are our public schools headed 
in this direction? Are schools 
doing enough to ground all 
students in the knowledge needed 
for success in Am.erica's 
emerging new economy? 

Many thoughtful observers 
conclude that schools aren't 
adequately outfitting students 
with the academic tools they 
need. In their recently published 
study, The Shopping Mall High 
School, researchers Arthur G. 
Powell, Eleanor Farrar, and 
David K. Cohen charge that 
schools simply do not make 
enough academic demands on 
average secondary students;

Earlier this fall, a statistic from 
the U.S. Bureau of Labor 
Statistics caught my eye. Between 
January and September 1985, 
manufacturing employment in 
the United States declined by 
340,000 jobs. The major cause: a 
large rise in the volume of goods 
imported from other countries. 

This decline in manufacturing 
employment is not a temporary 
phenomenon. The days when 
manufactured goods from the 
-United States dominated world 
markets are, economists tell us, 
gone forever. What we see 
-etierging today, in fact, is 
nothing less than a new world 
division of labor. 

In the new international 
economy, the United States and 
other mature developed nations 
have a more sophisticated role to 
play. The developed nations are 
now the innovators of new 
technologies, but it is the more 
recently developed countries — 
not the United States — that 
place these advanced 
technblogies into mass produc- 
tion. 

This new role for our antion 
has enormous implications for 
; education, particularly for 
I voosttonal education . 

Ih an innovating economy, 
rapid change in the job market is 
an economic fact of life. An 
economy at the cutting edge of 
new technologies values — in-' 
deed requires — workers at all 
levels who are flexible enough to 
learn and master new skills 
throughout their working 
careers. 

In the century ahead, our 
schools will be expected to 
produce young people who have 
this basic flexibility and ability to 
learn. The schools will be expec- 
ted to graduate, in other words, 
young people who are well- 
grounded in the basic academic 
concepts that underlie an in- 
novative economy's many dif- 
ferent skills.

What we need in 
today are innovative curricular 
approaches that prepare average 
students — for productive and 
continuing work and education. 
Just teaching our students 
specific trades or skills is no 
longer enough. 

The rapid pace of 
technological advance makes the 
particulars of what we teach 
today obsolete tomorrow. 

What we need to teach in 
vocational education are the 
basic principles that undergird 
specific technologies. We need to 
better integrate what would nor- 
mally be thought of as academic 
coursework into vocational 
education offerings. - 

This wStk of integratidil is 
under way. Researchers and prac- 
ticing vocational educators are 
collaborating on nelw initiatives 
to recharge vocational 
curriculiuns. 

One of these initiatives is Prin- 
ciples of Technology, a two-year 
course in applied physics aimed 
at vocational students in the last 
two years of high school. Two 
nonprofit organizations — the 
Center for Occupational Resear- 
ch and Development in Waco, 
Texas, and the Agency for In- 
structional Technology in 
Bloomington, Indiana — have 
developed this program, and 
teachers in some 200 vocational 
high schools across the nation are 
now implementing it.

Congress took one important 
step forward. The 1984 passage 
of the Carl D. Perkins Vocational 
Education Act reauthorized the 
federal vocational education 
program and opened the door the 
some long-overdue new ap- 
proaches, .- Jto „ vocatiojial 
education. 

We in the National Education 
Association worked hard for 
reauthorization legislation that 
would mandate that states 
receiving federal vocational 
education money set aside a por- 
tion of this funding to improve 
vocational education services for 
women and disadvantaged 
students. The Perkins Act in- 
cludes this helpful mandate. 

The Perkins Act also requires 
states — for the first trnie — to 
, assess the academic content to 
their vocational education 
programs and determine whether 
these programs improve instruc- 
tion in academic foundations by 
teaching academic skills in 
vocational settings. 

Curriculums like Principles of 
Technology are designed to teach 
academic skills in vocational set- 
tings. The new Perkins Act man- 
date should encourage local 
school districts to apply the goals 
of such curriculums to ever wider 
circles of vocational programs. 

But local school districts can- 
not renew their vocational 
programs with good intentions 
alone. Vocational education 
renewal demands resources. 

Tlmf S why the NBA is pressing 
Congress to enact another vitally 
important piece of education 
legislation, the proposed School 
Excellence and Reform Act 
(SERA). This bill would provide 
both general and targeted aid to 
the nation's school districts for 
projects designed and developed 
at the local level. Among the 
areas targeted for assistance are 
mathematics, science, and 
technology education. 

We can, I believe, prepare our 
students for the economic 
challenges ahead— but only if we 
make this preparation the 
national priority it must be. Im- 
proving our nation's 
technological position, and doing 
so in a way that benefits all 
Americans, must become a prime 
goal for us all. 



Trees important to bay clean-up 




There has been a great deal of 
concern in Virginia Beach about 
the Chesapeake Bay and the ex- 
tensive programs to restore it to 
good health. _Five states, in- 
cluding Virginia, have joined in a 
massive effort to improve the 
rapidly deteriorating quality of 
this giant estuary. One of the 
elements in improving the health 
of the Bay is the use of trees and 
forests in buffer strips. 

I A forest buffer provides the 
imost efficient system for im- 
! proving or maintaining the 
i quality of water flowing into the 
I Chesapeake Bay. A buffer is an 
jarea of trees growing along a 
; watercourse. 

I . ■ 

I Since much of the northern 
portion of Virginia Beach 
ulilimately drains into the Bay, 
i residents and businesses with 
i property on or near the city's 
i watercourses have an oppor- 
i tunity to contribute Jo the Bay's 
i health. This can be done by either 



planting or maintaining strips of 
trees adjacent to rivers, creeks, 
streams, and major drainage 
canals in the city. 

One of the major problems 
with the water quality in the Bay 
is the sedimentation and nutrient 
load (especially nitrogen and 
phosphorous) in rain water 
runoff. A tree buffer can greatly 
reduce sedimentation and 
nutrient load and at the same 
time provide shade, beauty, and a 
wildlife habitat.

The soil and leaves beneath a 
tree act as a natural sponge 
because of the large pore spaces. 
It provides an effective in- 
filtration system capable of 
filtering water at the rate of six 
inches or more per hour. The 
watCT bai^ absorbed by the scmI 
helps^o bind nutrients and 



chemicals to soil particles so that 
contaminents do not enter the 
watercourse. 

An overabimdance of nitrogen 
is a critical water quality problem 
in the Bay. The nitrogen problem 
is due in large part to the in- 
creased use of fertilizers in the 
Bay region. While urban and 
suburban dwellers might think 
that agriculture is to blame, 
nitrogen fertilizers are used in ur- 
ban and suburban areas of 
Virginia Beach for lawn and park 
care. We, too, are contributing to 
the nitrogen overload in the bay. 

One of the important functions 
of a tree buffer is to control 
nitrogen leaving adjacent land 
areas. Nitrogen is used by the 
growing trees in a buffer and is 
released back to the atmosphere 
instead of reaching the waterway. 
The fallen leaves and root mat 
under trees in a buffer are very 

effective in trapping wato-bom 
sediment. 

The Virginia Division of 
Forestry is available to provide 
assistance to residents who wish 
to establish tree buffers on their 
property or who wish to manage 
existing buffers.

Hotellocation 
change from past 

The location of a new hotel 
on the west side of Atlantic 
Avenue is a divergence from the 
way the Avenue has been 
developed in the past. 

Traditionally, property on 
the west side has been zoned for 
business while property on the 
east side has been zoned for 
hotels. 

City Council however, ap- 
proved the application of David 
K. Hillquist for a change of 
zoning from B-5 Resort- 
Commercial to H-2 Resort 
Hotel District on the northwest 
corner of Atlantic Avenue and 
4th Street, at 400 and 424 
Atlantic Avenue, 205 4th Street 
and 208 5th Street, containing 
1.16 acres. 

The "Canyon" effect, which 
has been feared with hotels on 
both sides of the street, is ex- 
pected to be dimished by the 
100-feet height restriction for 
the hotel and by the design 
which calls for a lower part of 
the building to be on the Atlan- 
tic Avenue side. 

Grover Wright, attorney for 
the applicant, said that 
retaining B-5 zoning on the west 
side of Atlantic is "embalming 
non-conforming uses." 

Councilman Robert G. Jones 
said that the existing zoning on 
the street is an historical artifact 
and that the council should 
look at the whole area "to 
revise our thinking with more 
development on the west side." 

Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley said that restrictions 
which could be placed on 
properties, for eliminating the 
canyon effect, for instance, 
would be possible with con- 
ditional zoning which the Beach 
does not have. 



No prosecution 
for Nancy Creech 

Commonwealth's v^ttorney 
Paul A. Sciortino said that 
Virginia Beach City Coun- 
" cilwoman Nancy A. Creech will 
not be prosecuted for violating 
the state conflict-of-interest law 
for her votes on projects in- 
volving developer R. G. Moore. 

Sciortino said the votes were 
improper and should not be 
repeated. But he said Creech, 
an at-large member, will not be 
prosecuted because she acted on 
advice from the city attorney 
and the state attorney general, 
who said the state law did not 
prohibit her from voting on the 
projects. 

Moore is a partner with 
Creech in a condominium 
project. He. is also a customer 
trf Irer insulation supply- 
business. 

Creech said she will drop her 
pending law suit against Scior- 
atino. 

Sciortino said his advice also 
applies to other council mem- 
bers. He said Councilman H. 
Jack Jennings Jr., Lynnhaven 
Borough, should not vote on 
matters involving his insurance 
clients. He also advised council 
members John A. Baum, 
Blackwater Borough and Bar- 
bara M. Henley, Pungo 
Borough, both of whom are 
farmers, about voting on issues 
affecting agriculture land. 



More delays for 
museum opening 

The $8.2 million Virginia 
Marine Science Museum will 
not open until May at the 
eariiest. The project is at least 
14 months behind schedule. 



The museum was originally 
scheduled to open in March 
1985. It is about 90 percent 
complete, according to C. Mac 
Rawls, museum director. 

City and museum officials 
place the blame on contractor 
S. R. International. They say 
poor workmanship and slow 
progress are the reason fpr the 
delays. 

The contractor contends that 
bad weather, trouble with sub- 
contractors and construction 
changes ordered by the city 
have caused the delay.

Somewhere on a future Earth, 
human civilization awaits the 
return of the Buggers, an alien 
invasion force narrowly defeated 
by th strategic genius of the Star 
Ship Commander Meyer 
Rackham. 

Fear of a return invasion has 
created a secret government 
project to breed military 
geniuses. Because of a special 
genetic predispostion, a par- 
ticular set of parents are allowed, 
in exception to the population 
control rules, to have a third 
child — Andrew — whose is 
nicknamed Ender because of 
being the last one. 

As Ender 's Garnet by Orson 
Scott Card opens, Andrew is 
having his cypernetic monitor 
removed from his neck. His 
family thinks this signals his 
rejection for the specialized 
training program developed for 
those children who are to be 
trained as Star Fleet leaders.' 

There is some confusion, 
however, because Ender's 
monitor has been in place longer 
than that of his older sister, 
Valentine, and his older brother, 
Peter, and there is sibling rivalry 
among them about what this ac- 
tually means. 

It turns out that he's been wat- 
ched longer than the others for 
the Teachers in charge of the 
training program to make ab- 
solutely sure that he is the right 
child to be trained as Star Fleet 
Commander. In the words of the 
Teachers, Ender's Game begins 
with this dialogue:& 

"I've watched through his 
eyes, I've listened through his 
ears and I tell you he's the one. 
Or at least as close as we're going 
to get. 

That's what you said about the 
brother. 

The brother tested out im- 
possible. For other reasons. 
Nothing to do with his ability. 

Same with the sister and her 
doubts about him. He's too 
maleable. Too willing to sub- 
merge himself in somene eLt's 
will. 



Not if the other person is his 
enemy. 

So what do we do? Surround 
him with enemies all the tme? 

If we have to. 

I thought you said you liked 
this kid. 

If the Buggers get him, they'll 
make me look like his favorite 
uncle. 

All right. Saving the world, af- 
ter all. Take him." 

So begins the story of a unique 
training program to create a 
military genius, who will "end" 
the threat to earth. In Card's 
wonderful book we see the 
training program through the 
eyes of the Teachers; ; get a 
description of what is actually 
happening, and see Ender's reac- 
tions and feelings about it all. 

The training consists of com- 
puter simulated games of in- 
creasing difficulty, as well as 
social isolation to remove from 
Andrew the necessity for frien- 
dship and to reinforce the 
loneliness of command. 

All through the training Ender 
is forced to greater and greater 
heights of strategic genius. Oc- 
casionally he is deliberately for- 
ced to depend on his own resour- 
ces when he's ganged up on by 
other students jealous of his 
demonstrated prowess in 
mastering the games. 

After he kills one boy who 
leads a gang attempt, Ender 
dispairs that he has become exac- 
tly like his older brother Peter 
whom he remembers as having a 
total killer's instinct. 

What is especially interesting 
about the book is the preface to 
each chapter in which Ender's 



leacners argue about how far to 
push him to achieve their objec- 
tive of ultimately saving the 
world through his military 
genius. Some people think he is 
too valuable to be pushed so hard 
, and others feel that he needs to be 
pushed even harder. 

The political debates about 
someone who is really, despite 
being a genius, just a little boy, 
are pretty heartrending, 
especially as it becomes in- 
creasingly obvious as the story 
goes on that these adults forced 
to torture him through training, 
also love him very much. 

As the games get harder and 
the hurdles increase, the reader is 
literally swept into the drama of 
whether Ender will be the one to 
save all of human-kind. Through 
his brother and sister the reader 
also wants to know whether 
humankind will indeed be worth 
saving. 

The characters in the book who 
are most elusive are the 
mysterious aliens whom Ender is 
being prepared to fight. They 
only become real toward the end 
of the book, almost as if they step 
out of a computer terminal screen 
right into the reader's heart. 

Orson Scott Card is a science- 
fiction award winning author for 
his wonderful previous story 
Unaccompanied Sonata, but if he 
doesn't win another award for 
this one, it certainly won't be for 
lack of trying. 

Ender's Game is everything 
that good science-fiction should 
be — fun reading with good 
characters, fast plotting, 
futuristic, and hopeful. A very 
special book indeed.

Sniall business' apprehension 
about the new merger-acquisition 
proposal is further heightened by 
the Justic Department's vertical 
price restraint guidelines which 
seek to outline the legality of 
manufacturers and suppliers 
restrictions on distributors and 
retailers. 

Georgetown University Law 
School dean, Robert Pitofsky 
believes that antitrust is being 
made the scapegoat for a wide 
range of problems in trade 
unrelated to antitrust enfor- 
cement. "Making General 
Motors even bigger isn't going to 
solve a competitive problem," he 
contends. 

His views are shared by Almarin , 
Phillips of the Wharton School 
who supports antitrust enfor- 
cement that gives primary atten- 
tion to efficiency but indicates he 
is not comfortable with the idea 
that evoything that go« on in 
the market is prompt«l by the 
desire for greater efficiency. 
Those who argue for more ef- 
ficiency he holds, "are blinding 
themselves to market power 
problems." 

One of the most alarming 
aspects of the propowd revision" 
to the antitrust statutes is the 
potential erosion of the tax base 
and tte extension of an already 
disproportionate share of the tax 
burcfen which small businesses 
bear. 

B^weei 1981-1^3. 128 of the 



nation's major corporations with 
combined profits of more than 
$57 billion, paid no federal in- 
come taxes in at least one of those 
three years. 

The antitrust proposal which 
will increase in size of the CfX- 
porate giants could only ex8<»- 
bate the tax problem for small 
business, r^uce revenues and 
aggravate the deficit problem. 

Another real danger the plan 
poses for small business is that it 
would further constrict an 
already scarce supply of capital 
available to create new and ex- 
pand existing small businesses 
that consistently have produced 
nearly all of the new jobs; new 
products and new services and 
continue to be the very heart of 
the economic system. 

If the proposal sent to the 
Congress is anywhere near what 
Administration sources have in- 
dicated it will be, and recognizing 
the significance of policy changes 
the Administration has made that 
have weakened antitrust enfor- 
cement in the past five years, the 
warning lights should go on in 
evn'y small business in the coun- 
try. Consumers and the Congress 
should subJKt the proposal to the 
closest possible scrutiny.

income people who meet the 
HUD guidelines for below 
medium income, Bray said. 

If qualified, residents can 
receive a $5,000 rehabilitation 
grant and a loan of up to 
$25,000, according to Bray. 
Some who don't meet these 
qualifications may still qualify 
for a loan of up to $30,000. 

It was through a $15,000 
Community De\?elopment 
Relocation grant and some in- 
surance money collected on her 
old house that Mitchell was able 
to have her new house built. She 
also qualified for a program that 
aids with water and sewer 
hookup costs, Bray said. 

Mitchell's case was a little dif- 
ferent. Bray said. Because her

$32 although it may be a number 
of years before service will be 
available. 

Vacant lots in the neigh- 
borhood also are locked in on the 
water fee. 

The recovery fees were 
established to pay for the Lake 
Gaston water resource project. 

The resolution on the lock-in 
features also reduces from 75 to 
51 percent the required par- 
ticipation for a neighborhood 
water petition. That is, only 51 
percent of the property owhei-s in 
a neighborhood are required to 
petition for water service. The 
council then determines whether 
the project is economically 
the project is economically feasible 
in the Capital Improvement 
Program.

the elimination of the line fees, 
the General Fund will increase its 
payment for fire protection to the 
Utility Fund. 

•Eliminated certain neigh- 
borhoods from the 51 percent 
requirement and also locked in 
the recovery fees in at the rates in 
effect on Feb. 10. 

These are neighborhoods 
where water projects are planned, 
identified or under construction. 
They include the 12 target neigh- 
borhoods (Community 
Development areas); Creedle 
Road which has previously been 
determined a public health 
hazard, and the neighborhoods 
where the 75 percent requirement 
has already been met, including 
Kent Circle, Taylor Point, Cor- 
nwell Lane and Alberthas and 
Congress Street. 

The proposals adopted by City 
Council were made by City 
Manager Thomas H. Muehlen- 
beck in answer to concerns ex- 
pressed previously by property 
owners now using private wells. 

The property owners felt that 



since many ul them have been 
unable to hook up to city water in 
the past through no fault of their 
own, they should not have to pay 
the higher fees which will be in 
effect. 

The changes were adopted 
unanimously by council. Neigh- 
borhood spokesmen also endor- 
sed the policies. 

Muehlenbeck said that the 
city's biggest concern is its ability 
to fund the projects. 

Councilwoman Meyera Ober- 
ndorf requested a definition of 
"neighbwhood." 

Deputy City Manager Aubrey 
Watts said that the city planned 
to get to the projects with the 
least amount of disruption to the 
neighborhoods so that one 
geographical area would be taken 
at a time. He said that not 
everyone may want to support 
the water projects. 

Neighborhoods have until June 
30 to sign up to qualify for the 
lock-in feature. Watts said that 
most of the communities alrmdy 
have started working on 
petitions.

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Clown with big heart helps patients feel better

Beneath the face maiceup, rub- 
ber nose, yellow wig and over- 
sized clothes of Poppi the clown, 
is a fit, 46-year-old man content 
with his $26,000 a year profession 
at clowning around. 

John Anderson can blow up 
144 balloons and create them into 
animals in one 40-minute 
showing. He can mime; "mug," 
imitating exaggerated facial ex- 
pressions; come up with one- 
liners at every opportunity; 
juggle three balls; and perform 
magic to fascinate young and old 
audiences alike. 

Anderson also writes poetry 
for his singing telegrams. 

One of several professional 
clowns in Hampton Roads, An- 
derson is presently learning how 
to ride the unicycle. Although he 
still has not perfected this stunt, 
stating that it's "Hard on the butt 
after a while," Anderson said 
clowns aren't supposed to be suc- 
cessful at-everything they do 
anyway. 

"They are the bumbling idiots 
and always seem to do things the 
hard way," said Anderson. 
"Doing things the absurd and 
different ways ' brings the 
laughs," he said. "The applause 




comes when the clown finally 
succeeds." 

A Delaware native, Anderson 
camfe to the area in 1969. He 
made clowning his profession 
seven years ago, after going 
bankrupt with a motivational 
business. 

"It's all in the way you look at 
it," said Anderson, admitting he 
didn't Tiave enough knowledge 
about that business. "People 
think that it is terrible (to go 
bankrupt). But now I am doing 
what I was meant to do," he said, 
pulling out a mound of long, 
slender balloons from his pocket. 

"If I hadn't had that trpubie. 



I'd still be in retail," said Ander- 
son, who has been employed as a 
store manager and a merchan- 
diser. 

"I got into a jgb I love and 
wouldn't be making this much 
money if I had remained in 
retail," -he said, picking up a red 
balloon, giving it a few yanks and 
blowing a big burst of air into it. 

After several rapid twists of 
the balloon, each followeiJ by a 
balloon screech, it was transfor- 
med into a swan. 

Anderson pointed out that 
many people don't accept 
clowning as a profession. But it was 

through hard work that Ander- 
son has reached this point jn his 
career, bringing in $1,500 in a 
good week. He said he averages 
about $750 to $900 a week. 

Anderson said there are no 
drawbacks to making a living by 
being a clown. "People are never 
unhappy when they see me come 
and they are never unhappy when 
1 leave," he emphasized, adding 
that this activity was healthy for 
him. 

The Virginia Beach resident 
said he often feels sorry for the 
people who have nine-to-five 
jobs, when he has so much free 
time. He uses this free time to

Dr. E. Kay Gee, one of Ander- 
son's characters, dealing with the 
medical profession, is seen 
visiting patients at area hospitals, 
most recently some children at 
Portsmouth General Hospital 
and the Portsmouth Naval 
Hospital. 

With 3 yellow wig, painted 
face, red rubber nose and clad in 
doctor's attire and a multi- 
colored tie. Dr. E. Kay Gee 
charms his patients into feeling 
better. 

His props include a reflector 
for the crown of his head, which 
has a built-in fiash. With a 
tongue depressor, made from a 
large wooden paint stirrer. Dr. E, 
Kay Gee tells his patients to open 
wide and look up at the reflector. 
To the child's surprise, the reflec- 
tor flashes. The doctor also 
carrys a stethoscope with a mini- 
plunger on the end of it. 

Another of Dr. E. Kay Gee's 
crazy acts is asking the patients 
how long they have been sick. 
Without giving them time to 
reply, he pulls out his tape 
measure and holds it the length of 
their bodies, exclaiming, "'Oh, 
that long!" said Anderson of Dr. 
E. Kay Gee. 

"It's amazing what a clown 
can get a child to do in the 
hospital," said Anderson. He 
recalled an instance when he 
coaxed a little girl to eat after 
surgery. Anderson said she had 
not eaten and her parents and 
doctors were becoming concer- 
ned. 

"I actually got hejp to eat. Her 
parents stepped out^nto the hall 
with tears in their eyes," said 
Anderson. "John Anderson 
couldn't have done that, and that 
is what is so amazing.'^ 

Balloons are an important part 
of Anderson's act and should be 
for any clown, he said. But it 
shouldn't dominate the entire 
show, which is what a "balloon 
bender" does, he said, as he 
began to create a koala bear on a 
tree from two balloons. Ander- 
son said it's blowing up the 
balloons that keeps him fi^. 
Having had a physical awhile 
back, he said his. doctor was 
amazed at how low his blood 



pressure was for his age. 

Anderson, who was a class 
clown in high school, said there 
was not tragic msytery in his life 
to have caused him to become a 
clown. "That's garbage," he 
said. 

As an only child growing up in 
the country, he said, he had to 
find ways of entertaining himself 
and his favorite pasttime was 
watching his hero Red Skelton on 
television. 

Although Anderson said he 
doesn't like to copy anyone else, 
some people have recognized cer- 
tain mannerisms of his that 
remind them of Skelton. If so, he 
said, they are subconscious. 

Anderson's character "Boo 
Hoo," who wears a scruffy coat 
with tails and a "bent downwad 
smile," reflects Skelton 's tramp 
persona. 

Besides Dr. E. Kay Gee; Boo 
hoo; and Poppi, Anderson's 
original character, he said he has 
created a multitude of other 




characters to fit almost every oc- 
casion. 

He has a costume for "Ether 
Bunny;" "Santa Claus;" 
"Lucky the Leprechaun;" "Ifoo 
yu," a Chinese magician with a 
cap, a pig tail and a coat of 
Chinese embroidery; "Sunny ,^ 
the comedian for adult audiences 
with a plaid jacket and live doves 
hidden underneath; "Y Doodle," 
("tiecause oo one says yank« 
around "here,") wearing red, 
white and blue and packed with a 
small fireworks display; and a 



standard magician with tuxedo. 

Anderson's favorite character 
is "Mr. Wiz," a wizard bearing a 
beaker of chemicals and a spark 
adapter, a guillotine and swords. 
Anderson said Mr. Wiz was once 
a guest on Rick Clark's Chamber 
Theater on Channel 13. 

Anderson is now in the, process 
of developing a "country bum- 
pkin" for entertaining at fairs. 
He said he has some acts using ' 
animals and pointed out that he 
owns a pair of white rabbits and a 
pair of white doves. 

Anderson said all of his 
characters, except for Ether Bun- 
ny, do magic tricks, something he 
picked up while a store manager 
at Henry Johnson Tire on Airline 
Boulevard. 

It was there that Anderson 
wanted to entertain the children 
who waited with their mothers 
while their tires were being fixed. 
"I ahad no inkling of ever 
becoming a clown but I wanted to 
do something to entertain the 
kids," said Anderson. **lt was 
very boring for them and the 
noise was often frightening. ' ' * 

Bringing in a set of children's 
books and a lamp for atmosphere ; 
didn't seem to help. So Ander- : 
son, attracted to a simple 
newspaper advertisement which ' 
read: 'Learn magic' and a 
telephone number, started taking ;; 
magic lessons from Frank Clin-! 
ton of Norfolk. |

"Each time I learned a new| 
trick, I showed it to the kids,"| 
said Anderson. Soon parents; 
began asking him for his card so | 
they could hire him to entertain • 
at birthday parties. That's when | 
Anderson started putting ons 
Poppie's face and costume on a 5 
part-time basis. t 

Since then Poppi has been 
present at many Navy picnics, 
ship dedications and the bearer of 
singing telegrams. 



Anderson said he is the only 
clown in the area who provides' 
video tapes of the programs, if, 
requested. "The parents can use 
the tapes when the kids get ram- 
bunctious. It's better than 
television because the kids can see 
♦hemselves on the tape," he said.

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Lesson in conflict 
of interest law 

"We really don't know 
where we are and we're 
probably in no worse shape 
than the General Assembly," 
Mayor Harold Heischober an- 
nounced to the full houseat the 
council pieeting. 

Council was 20 minutes late, 
he explained, because of a 
coaching session by Common- 
wealth's Attorney Paul Scior- 
tino on the Conflict-of-interest 
law. 

The immediate result of the 
session was an explanation by 
Councilwoman Nancy Creech 
that she would abstain from a 
number of planning items. She 
proceeded to do so and in 
many, she was joined by Coun- 
cilman H. Jack Jennings Jr. 
— Even Pungo Borough Coun-" 
ciiwoman Barbara Henley 
,asked for a point of 
clarification from City Attor- 
ney Dale Bimson on whether 
she should abstain on a Pungo 
issue. 

Creech said that the last 
couple of months had been "a 
trying time for me and my 
family." 

, She said that, Sciortino ad- 
Vised her on all her improper 
actions. She said that he said 
ihat in reviewing her public 
record, a newspaper story was 
misleading. Creech, he found, 
had taken steps to adhere to the 
ilaw and did not willfully violate 
the law. 

Creech added that the 
newspaper reported her finan- 
cial interest in one project was 
$1.8 million when it was $1,800. 

She said there was "great 
confusion as to what our proper 
action should be until we get the 
answers from the General 
Assembly." She said that the 
former attorney general inter- 
preted the law one way and the 
new attorney general inter- 
preted the law another way. 

She said that the issues on, 
which she would abstain are not 
those with which she has a 
business interest at the time. 

She said the Council spends 
untold hours on city business 
and still "needs your help, im- 
put and opinions... The 
majority isn't always right, but 
is always trying," she said.

Council denies 
zoning change 

City Council denied the ap-

of zoning from R-5 Residential 
District to B-4 to Resort Com- 
mercial District of 2.8 acres on 
the north side of Owl's Creek 
Lane, east of Gregory's Lane. 

The property is in a Com- 
munity Development neigh- 
borhood where the city's policy 
Ts opposed to rezoning. Other 
considerations were the impact 
on the wetlands and the inten- 
tion of the Navy to purchase 
rights to the land under its 
AICUZ policy. 

Target neighborhood 
residents also objected, Rosalie 
Norman, of 110 N. Birdneck 
Road, said that "we are going 
to fight, scrap and holler," to 
keep the land resideritial. 



Park reservation 
area reduced 

Changes in the subdivision 
ordinance adopted by Council 
reduce the minimum park 
reservation for subdivisions 
from two acres to a half acre 
and gives council the oppor- 
tunity to decided whether to 
purchase required park land 
reservations or to accept half 
the amount if the land is given 
to the city. 

At present, developers have 
the option of dedicating half 
the required amount. The op- 
tion will be the City Council's 
with the change.

Council to reconsider 
road realignment 

City Council, will reconsider 
in three weeks the realignment 
of Indian River Road and 
Elbow Road in the Master 
Street and Highway Plan. 
Council approved an alignment 
presented in one of three op- 
tions. 

Residents who would be af- 
fected by the realignment ob- 
jected that they had not seen the 
plan until two days before 
council made its decision. 

Gary Everton, one of the 
residents, requested the recon- 
sideration which was approved 
with the provision that another 
alternative is presented 
adressing both the concerns of 
the residents and the needs of 
the city. 



Second chance 
for center 

» City Council is asking the 
resort business interests and the 
Tidewater Regional Transit 
representatives to meet in an ef- 
fort to find a way to reincarnate 
the Oceanfront Visitor and 
Travel Center. 

Council turned down the 
project two weeks ago when 
hotel, motel and restaurant en- 
trepreneurs objected to the 
location of the center on 19th 
Street and the closing of 19th 
Street. 

Council voted 7-4 to recon- 
sider the matter in three weeks. 
Voting against the recon- 
sideration were Councilmen 
Robert Fentress, the Beach 
Borough representative; H. 
Jack Jennings Jr. and Louis R. 
Jones, and Councilwoman 
Meyera Oberndorf. 

Council also instructed city 
planner Jack Whitney to 
arrange a meeting between the 
business interests and the TRT 
representatives to come up with 
a plan acceptable to both. 
Whitney said he would give a 
progress report in two weeks. 

The project will cost $$8.4 
million and involves the 
relocation of the Dome, the 
closing of 1 9th Street and the 
construction of a municipal 
complex. 

Whitney saw the mission of 
the TRT and the beach groups 
as modifying the plan and iden- 
tifying another alternative. 

Under the plan, the TRT 
would issue the bonds for the 
city which then could use its 
bonding authority for other 
projects. 

Fentress said that since the 
council vote, he has heard 
people say they were glad the 
project failed. 



Eminent domain 
request granted 

The developer of property 
south of the Green Line has 
asked the city to use its powers 
of eminent domain to acquire 
property for a left turn lane. 
The city requires the acquisition 
of the property before the 
developer is permitted to 
proceed with water and sewer 
work. 

City Council by a 9-2 vote 
gave the developer of Foxfire, 
Stanley Waranch, permission to 
go ahead with his construction, 
but reserved the devision on 
acquiring the land for the left 
turn for the future. 

Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley, who voted against the 
action, said that the owner of 
the property named a higher 
price for the land than the 
developer wanted to pay. She 
said that the private owner, 
who will be impacted by the 
development, has the right to 
charge a higher price. 

"Now we're saying we're 
going to condemn his property 
to put in a left-turn land he 
probably doesn't want. That's 
my concern with our using our 
condemnation powers. The 
owner has the right to more 
than the appraised value," she 
said. 

The developer said that he 
would repay the city for the cost 
of the land which would be, the 
appraised value. 

In a letter to Deputy City 
Manager Aubrey Wayts, 
Waranch said that "since we do 
not have the power of eminent 
domain, we have no way of 
requiring a property owner to 
sell us the right, of way needed 
for such public improvements. 
If this left turn lane is deemed 
by the city to be needed due to 
the significant volume of traffic 
projected to be generated by 
this site, as set forth in the 
preliminary subdivision ap- 
proyaV letter, > then we respec- 
ti fully request that the city 
acquire, by negotiation or con- 
demnation, the necessary right- 
of-way to permit the construc- 
tion of the left turn lane. We 
will pay the city the appraised 
value of the property. 

Also voting against the action 
was Councilwoman Meyera 
Oberndorf. 

Surfers protest 
beach reduction 

Surfers turned up en masse at 
the City Council meeting to 
protest the reduction of the 
Camp Pendleton day use beach 
from 1000 to 600 feet. 

At the request of Councilman 
H. Jack Jennings Jr., council 
voted to authorize Mayor 
Harold Heischober to aoooint 



two council members to meet 
with the Navy and Army of- 
ficials to halt the reduction of 
the beach size. 

Camp Pendleton, operated 
by the Division of Military Af- 
fairs and used by the State 
National Guard, reduced the 
public use beach when the Navy 
built a chain link fence at its 
boundary with the Camp Pen- 
dleton property, limiting the 
use of the DMA of the beach to 
the south. 

Appeals to council were 
made by George Desgain, of 
King's Grant, who said he has 
been surfing for 25 years; 
Laurie Todd, a mother of sur- 
fers; Bill Frierson, a surfboard 
manufacturer who said that 
10,000 surfers are in the area; 
John Cox, a surfer and son of 
surfers who said that the issue is 
not only a surfer's issue but a 
public beach issue, Ron Swan, 
who said that the surfing con- 
test is one of the largest Jaycee 
projects. 

Eric Coulson, who submitted 
a petition with 2000 signatures 
of people objecting to the 
change, and Paul West who 
asked that the city not adopt the 
proposal with a reduction in 
beach and to have the city 
manager re-negotiate. 

Atlantic Avenue 
revitalization set 

The city will go ahead with 
the Atlantic Avenue 
Revitalization project recom- 
mended by consultants. 

City Council adopted the 
report of the consultant 
Mickiewicz-Robertson as to the 
engineering and phasing plan 
for Atlantic Avenue, and 
authorized City Manager 
Thomas H. Muehlenbeck to 
proceed with establishing op- 
timum drainage patterns, 
grades, alignments and location 
of utility facilities for the street 
sections. 

The road will follow a three- 
land design with cutoffs or tur- 
flouts for loading and 
unloading zones and trolley 
stops. It will accommodate a-.. 
two-way or one-way pattern. 
The current plan is to have two 
moving lanes and a third lane 
for turns. 

The design will also involve 
determining the least costly way 
to bury the utility lines or to 
replace existing facilities with 
less obtrusive ones. 

The cost for this phase, 
which Muehlenbeck hopes to 
complete before the tourist 
season, will be $275,000. 

Also prior to the tourist 
season, Atlantic Avenue would 
be striped in accordance with 
the proposed street section 
wideth and include planters, 
bollards, special signs or other 
aesthetic features.

The amendment would be 
tacked on to House Bill 42 which 
is the Charter Change allowing 
the city to have a city ordinance. 

"The issue," said McClanan,

Clarence 
Holland requested the city to take 
action on the resolution endor- 
sing the amendment to be in time 
for the General Assembly sub- 
committee meeting next Tuesday, 
City Manager Thomas H.

Under ;the change the city 
would be permitted to issue $8 
million in general obligation 
...bonds, in addition to the $10 
million annual borrowing 
authority, provided the city con- 
tinued to spend 20 percent a year 
of its $10 million bond authority 
on roads, highways and bridges. 

Rae LeSesne, president of the 
Council of Civic Organizations, 
said his organization has not had 
a chance to discuss the amen- 
dment, but he personally con- 
sidered that an item of this type 
should be on referendum so 
that the people can select the 
projects. 

Councilman J. Henry McCoy 
Jr. said that everybody realizes 
the most acute problems of the 
city are water and roads. He said 
the method for increasing the 
city's borrowing authority was 



not a bie deviation. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones 
said that everywhere he went the 
basic complaint is about roads. 
He said that the city was "now in 
a position where the State 
Legislature and the area represen- 
tatives can get us $8 million we 
would not have otherwise, 
provided we're willing to do 
something for ourselves." 

Councilman Robert G. Jones 
said he usually is a stickler for 
procedure, but that the city is un- 
der time constraints and that it 
was time for the elected officers 
to use their best judgment. The 
needs outweigh the procedural 
requirements," he said.

executives decided that a dif- 
ferent kind of facility was 
needed. They wanted a facility 
that would work with problem 
children age 12 and under and 
emphasize behavior changes 
before the children reached 
adolescence.

P. Wade Kyle, a City Public 
Works Department employee, 
will be cited for helping to locate 
a vehicle which had been stolen 
during a homicide, thereby 
enabling the Police Department 
to obtain pertinent evidence. 

The Lynnhaven Dive Center 
will receive appreciation for 
providing ongoing training for 
the Police Department's dive 
team members. 



One thousand, four hundred 
and eight acres of shellfish 
growing area in Lynnhaven Bay, 
Virginia Beach, have been 
reclassified from closed to con- 
ditionally approved by the 
Virginia Department of Health. 

A recent evaluation indicated 
that water quality has improved 
to the point that it conforms to 
the standards of the National 
Shellfish Sanitation Program for 
an approved shellfish growing 
area. 

The conditionally approved 
status gives the Health Depar- 
tment the flexibility to close the 
area immediately in the case of 
emergeiKy or the deterioration of 
water quality and reopen it after 
satisfactory sampling. 

The Lynnhaven has had a long 
history of closures beginning in 
September of 1937 when the 
headwaters of the Eastern Branch 
were condemned for the direct 
marketing of shellfish. 

In August 1941, several ad- 
ditional areas in the Western 
Branch and Pleasure House 
Creek were condemned. In Oc- 
tober 1959 tKfe Western Branch 
down to Caraway Point was con- 
demned. The entire Western 
Branch was condemned in June 
1971 as a result of continued 
development with resulting storm 
sewers, boating activities, private 
sewage treatment facilities and 



malfunctioning pumping 
stations. 

Effective December 1971, the 
Western Branch was reopened 
back up to Caraway Point. Brock 
Cove was closed in March, 1972. 

In March 1975 the entire Lyn- 
nhaven complex was condemned. 
At that time it was considered 
that the number of sewage treat- 
ment facilities^ in the area con- 
tributing efftiieflt To the water- 
ways was causing the high bac- 
teriological content. 

In November 1976 an area in 
Lynnhaven Bay was reclassified, 
as conditionally approved. The 
conditionally approved area was 
enlarged in September and Oc- 
tober 1980. 

Once again unsatisfactory bac- 
teriological water quality 
required that the entire area be 
closed August 30, 1985. 

The present action restores the 
conditionally approved area to 
that of October 1980. 

The Marine Resources Com- 
mission has calculated that this 
area has first class potential for 
shellfish production. There is an 
estimated marketable product of 
50,000 bushels of oysters and 
700,000 clams immediately 
available in Lynnhaven. Since 
this area is now available for 
planting with seed oysters or 
clean shell to promote the strike 
of oyster spat, additional quan- 
tities of shellfish will be available 
for harvest.

Sidewalks off limits 
to moped riders 



Virginia Beach regulations 
regarding the riding of bicycles 
and mopeds on city sidewalks 
were revised during a recent City 
Council meeting. 

The new regulations make it 
unlawful to ride a moped on any 
sidewalk or designated bicycle 
route. 

In addition, the regulations 
prohibit riding a bicycle on any 
sidewalk within Virginia Beach, 
except those sidewalks designated 
as bicycle routes. These routes 
are all sidewalks adjacent to or 
within residential areas. 

Any person who is handicap- 



ped and has a city license plate or 
tag for the handicapped is exempt 
from the new bicycle r^ulations. 
In locations where bicycle 
riding is permitted, pedestrians 
ahvays have the right-of-way and 
the cyclist must audibly signal 
before oyerlfking and passing a 
pedestrian. 

When a person is riding a 
bicycle on a sidewalk or cross- 
wall^, the cyclist has all rights and 
duties of a pedestrian. 

Any violation of the new 
regulations will result in a fine of 
between $5 and $25. 
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Funding is the obstacle 

The strategies the Virginia Beach Tomorrow 
group has come up with to make Virginia Beach a

•Developing more limited-access highways. 
•Encourage active leadership in the city. 
•Supporting public information and education 
by drawing on both public and private sources. 

Most Virginia Beach residents are quick to agree 
that the chief concerns in.ThiE city ar« schools, roads 
and water. Explosive development is taking its toll 
on the city. 

The Virginia Beach Tomorrow strategies ac- 
curately reflect the needs of the community. 
Recognizings and categorizing the needs and 
possible solutions are just the beginning. 

Virginia Beach Tomorrow chairman E. T. "Joe" 
Buchanan III estimates the cost for these im- 
provements to be at least $600 million. 

The group is now faced with the more difficult 
task of finding ways of implementing the programs 
without spending high amounts of public funds. 

By March 14, the group must take their key 
strategies and itemize them into several implemen- 
tation steps. 

The key to the success of their efforts lies in fin- 
ding effective means of funding without putting the 
city too far in debt. Alternative methods of finan- 
cing will have to be explored.— CM.

Crabbers defeated this year 

Virginia Beach watermen's hopes that commer- 
cial crabbing be permitted in the Chesapeake Bay 
from June 1 through September 15 between the 
Chesapeake Bay Bridge-Tunnel and Cape Henry 
Lighthouse, have been dashed by the House of 
Delegates. 

This area is part of protected sanctuary that has 
been restricted to commercial crabbers during the 
summer months for approximately 44 years. The 
sanctuary, which extends from Willoughby Spit to 
the Cape Henry Lighthouse to Cape Charles on the 
Eastern Shore, was established to protect female 
blue crabs during the spawning season. 

The House defeated a bill that would have per- 
mitted on a one year trial basis, summer commer- 
cial crabbing in this approximaely 10 square-mile 
area of the Bay and banned summer crabbing in 
Long Creek, Linkhorn and Broad bays. 

This bill would have eased the crowded con- 
ditions and conflicts between crabbers and 
, recreational boaters in the inland waterways of the 
Lynnhaven System, as well as providing the com- 
mercial crabbers in Virginia Beach with a place to 
continue their livelihood. 

Development and increased recreational use of 
the waterways is encroaching on the areas were 
local watermen can fish, oyster or crab. Somelhing 
must be done to aid the watermen. 

Del. Shirley F. Cooper, D-Grafton, who spon- 
sqred the bill, and Del. Harry R. Purkey, R- 
Virginia Beach, say the bill should be reintroduced 
next year because the watermen need help. 

Perhaps at that time the General Assembly will 
open its eyes and realize that the time to come to 
the aid of an endangered species — the watermen, 
for without help their numb^s will dwin- 
dle.— CM. /

Daniel Hale Williams; Dr. 
Charles ' Drew developed 
techniques for separating and 
preserving blood and blood 
plasma. 

Garrett A. Morgan invented 
the gas mask and the electric traf- 
fic signal; Augustus Jackson in- 
vented ice cream. Blacks are also 
responsible for the paper bag and 
instant coffee, and even the 
phrase "the real McCoy" refers 
to the numerous inventions of 
Elijah McCoy. 

The first person to set foot on 
the North Pole was a Black man, 



Matthew Henson, Blacks ^^iv«4, 
with Columbus in 1492 and lan^ 
ded with the Spanish explorers in 
South Carolina in 1 326. Ralph 
Bunche was the first Black to win 
the Nobel Peace Prize and 
Gwendolyn Brooks was the first 
Black to receive the Pulitzer 
Prize. 

A Black man was the first per- 
son to settle in the city of 
Chicago, and two Black were 
with Washington when he 
crossed the Delaware. Blacks 
were with Roosevelt in Cuba, 
Patton in Europe and MacArthur 
in the Pacific. 

There are many, many more 
Black Americans who have 
enriched our lives through their 
contributions. But as we praise 
these achievements, we must 
assure that our future is equally 
as praiseworthy.

Removing bumper stickers 
can be a tedious and often 
fruitless task. For this reason it 
is imperative to choose one's 
words of wit carefully. 

Though I don't have any 
bumper stickers displayed on 
my car, I do enjoy reading the 
stickers on other cars. 

Bumper stickers come in 
several varieties. There are 
trendy stickers that, one can see 
all over.

New book will delight Bradbury fans

Hey, all you fans of Stephen 
King and H. P. Lovecraft! Do 
you remember anothei great 
master of the supisTAatufJll? 
Right. Ray Bradbury. Author of 
over 500 short stories, novels, 
plays, and poems since his first 
story was published in Weird 
Totes at the age of 20. 

Bradbury has given us his first 
full length work of fiction since 
Something Wicked This Way 
Comes. Set in a decaying Venice, 
California in the year 1949, Brad- 
bury weaves his special brand of 
sorcery in Death is a Lonely 
Business. 

A young writer, himself a con- 
tributor to Bradbury's 
Weird/Talkes (a magazine collec- 
ting stories of the strange and 
macabre), becomes involved in a 
series of murders he is deter- 
mined to solve. Joining him is 
'hardboiled' detective Elmo 
Crumley, a toast to the characters 
of detective genre often found in 
the stories of Dashiell Hammett 
and Raymond Chandler, to 
whom Bradbury dedicates this 
book. 

Together this unlikely pair wit- 
ness a chain of deaths, deaths 
linked by a friendship to that 
young writer, and by the lonely 
lives each of the victims has lived 
in that old, dying, and bohemian 



town on the west coast. 

Venice, California, in the old 
days had much to recommend it 
to people who liked to be sad. It 
had fog almost every night and 
along the shore the moaning of 
the oil well machinery and the 
slap of the dark water in the 
canals and the hiss of sand again- 
st the windows of your house 
when the wind tame up and sang 
arMhgthe open places and along 
the empty walks... 

It was a raining night, with me 
readng a book in the back of the 
old, whining, roaring railcar on 
its way from one empty confetti- 
tossed transfer station to the 
next. Just me and the big, aching 
wooden car and the conductor up 
front slamming the brass controls 
and easing the brakes and let- 
ting out the hell-steam when 
needed. 

And the man down the aisle 
who somehow had got there 
without my noticing. 

I did not look Ifack at him. I 
learned long ago, looking only 
encourages. 

I shut my eyes and kept my 
head firmly turned away. It 
didn't work. 

' 'Oh, ' ' the man moaned. 

I could feel him strain forward 
in his seat. I felt his hot breath on 
my neck. I held on to my knees 
and sank away. 

It was raining hard now as the 
big red trolley bucketed across a 
midnight stretch of meadow- 
grass and the rain banged the 
windows, drenching away the 
sight of open fields. We sailed 
through Culver City without 



seeing the film studio and ran on, 
the great car heaving, the floor- 
board whining underfoot, the 
empty seats creaking, the train 
whistle screaming. 

And a blast of terrible air from 
behind me, as the unseen man 
cried, "DeathV 

"Death, "said the voice behind 
me, "is a lonely business." 

The train braked to a hah. 

I heard the back door open. A* 
lastlturned. 

The car was empty. The man 
had gone, taking his funeral with 
him. I heard gravel crunching on 
the path outside the train. 

The unseen man was muttering 
out there to himself as the doors 
banged shut. I could still hear 
him through the window. 
Something about the grave. 
Something about the grave. 
Something about the lonely. 

The train jerked and roared 
away through the long grass and 
the storm. 

I threw the window up to lean 
out and stare back into wet 
darkness. 

If there was a city back there, 
and people, or one man and his 
terrible sadness, I could not see, 
nor hear. 

The train was headed for the 
ocean. 

I had this awful feeling it 
would plunge in. I slammed the 
window down and sat, shivering. 

Both haunting and hypnotic. 
Death is a Lonely Business, is a 
tale which will not disappoint 
Bradbury fans; for like Venice, it 
has much to recommend it to 
people who like to be scared. 
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Urban Forest Act would conserve trees 




Many municipalities in 
Virginia would like to enact or 
extend a tree ordinance to protect 
many tre?s-not located on public 
property. So far, efforts to do 
this have been largely unsuccessful 
since there is no legislation in the 
Virginia Code enabling them to 
Ho so. 

Where tree protection has been 
extended (as in Fairfax County) 
or has been proposed (as in 
Virginia Beach), an indirect ap- 
proach linking tree protection to 
erosion control has been used. 
This situation may change in the 
next few years as the result of a 
bill introduced into the General 
Assembly this year. 

The bill which is called the 
"Urban Forest Conservation 
Act" would allow a municipality 



to enact or extend tree protection 
beyond the limit of public 
property to cover land develop- 
ment activity and 
historic/specimen trees. This bill 
has been tabled for the current 
General Assembly session. 
However, it received some 
favorable attention and is certain 
to come before the General 
Assembly again next year. 

The bill strongly resembles a 
sample tree ordinance prepared 
by the Fairfax County Arborist's 
office after a lengthy study of 
numerous successful ordinances 
from around the country. The

proposed language of the bill was 
worcjed so that any jurisdiction, 
regardless of size or form of 
government, would be able to 
enact a local urban forest conser- 
vation ordinance. 

The "Urban Forest Conser- 
vation Act" recognizes trees as a 
valuable resource in their own 
right and does not link their 
protection to other control 
measures. This legislation would 
allow a municipality to enact 
regulations and standards that 
apply to: clearing and removal of 
trees; the protection of vegetation 
during the land development 
process; the replacement of 
vegetation removed or cleared;

NO AA environmental data catalog 
aids Chesapeake Bay efforts 



Efforts to preserve the 
Chesapeake Bay will be aided by 
a new encyclopedic directory of 
environmental data on the bay 
published by the Commerce 
Department's National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administration 
(NOAA). 

The specialized data catalog 
for the Chesapeake Bay and its

The printed catalog provides 
an inventory of data on the bay's

It is derived from a com- 
puterized national dir^nory of 
environmntal reseach called the 
National Environmental Data 
Referral Service (NEDRES). The 
service is a cooperative network 
of private and public 
organizations that identify, share 
and provide scientific data to the 
public.

This was an important concept 
because many of the juveniles 
who eventually ended up in 
correctional facilities had been 
identified as behavior problems 
as children long before. 

Pendleton Child Service Center 
was the result, and since that 
time over 2,500 children from 
Virginia Beach and Chesapeake 
have passed through its doors. At 
present, two-thirds of the center's 
funding comes from the General 
Assembly and the State Depar- 
tment of Corrections, with the 

.remaining one-third provided by 

Chesapeake and Virginia Beach. 

Donations also play an important 

part in keeping Peiidletoii going. 

To fulfill its mission of preven- 

. tioh, the center offers a variety of 
programs and options . 

Community outreach is ac- 
complished by sending highly- 
trained professionals out to local 
classrooms to teach social skills 

^oneday a week for eight weeks. 



On a more individual level, 
Pendleton can work with a single 
child who has been identified as 
needing help. Usually, these 
children are referred by their 
teacher, who recognizes that their 
behavior is not typical. Referrals 
to the center may also come from 
human service afgencies or paren- 
ts. 

"When we get a referral, our 
basic assumption is that the child , 
will be able to stay in his or her 
own environment as we work 
with them," Johnson said. 

This approach is called out- 
client services and consists of a 
staff member working with the 
child and the parents at their 
home to bring about the desired 
changes. 

If this method does not suc- 
ceed, Pendleton offers two 
residential options designed to 
provide more intensive treat- 
ment. Children in these programs 
take regular school classes from

Teachers can request these ser- 
vices if they feel a need in their 
classrooms. 

This method does not single 
out individual children, but 
focuses &B teaehiag techiu<]ues 
the students and their teacher can 
use to develop self-discipline and 
learn to get along together. 

"Our contention is that it is 
difficult if not impossible to 
educate without behavior 
management," Johnson said. 
"And, often there is more than 
one behavior problem child in a 
classroom."

would be drawn up by a specially 
appointed tree commission in 
conjunction with the city ar- 
borist. 

Although this bill has been 
delayed until next year, it is 
deserving of support. 
„_ Another piece of fegtslafion 
deahng with trees introduced on 
behalf of Virginia Beach is faring 
better and may be passed this 
year. This bill would enable 
Virginia Beach to implement 
many of the proposals of the 
city's Tree Improvement Task 
Force formed last fall. Among 
other things, this legislation 
would enable the city to require 
some tree replacement on 
development sites.

. ^nfafettiie day program, parents 
bring the child to Pendleton each 
weekday morning and take them 
home each night. The other 
residential plan has the children 
live at Pendleton all week and 
return home for the weekends. 

"Going home on weekends 
serves two purposes for these 
children," she said. "First, it's 
important that the child never 
identify Pendleton as home, and 
second, by seeing what happens 
on the weekends, we can find out 
how the parents are coping in 
their own environment." 

One basic premise of coping is 
to teach the children that 
everything they do has a logical 
consequence. 

"A lot of times when there 
have been problems, everyone 
has blamed everyone else and the 
child has not had responsibility 
for hi s ow n actions," Johnson 
said. "At this point the child is 
manipulating the system, and this 
has to stop." 

To encourage changes, the cen- 
ter makes behavior contracts with 
the children, and works with the 
parents to emphasize consistency 
in handling behavior problems. 

This type of parental in- 
volvement is one of the keys to 
Pendleton's approach, according 
to Johnson. 

"Parents are always in charge

and always have decision-making 
ability." she said. We insist that 
they exercise responsibility for 
their child, and we also expect 
every set of parents to participate 
in a least one parenting training 
program. The parents have tp 
develop these skills becausb-<^ 
they'll be working with the child 
long after he leaves us." 

The average length of stay in 
the residential programs is three 
to four months, and there is 
usually a wide range of children 
with a variety of economic, racial 
and intelligence characteristics 
at the center at any given time. 

"We don't label kids, and 
generally there's not a negative 
connotation associated with 
coming here," she added. 

All of Pendleton's programs 
are free, and Johnson feels that 
this is a real advantage. "It's 
anyone's service." 

Evaluation of the program 
shows that the positive behavior 
changes made at Petidleton " 
usually stick with the children. 
The staff does follow-up 
evaluation six months and one 
year after the kids leave the 
program. 



The rate of success has stayed 
constant since the program's in- 
ception, with 70-75.percent of the 
children remaining on good 
behavior at the one-year point. 



Johnson feels that the 
program's success warrants 
building other centers throughout 
the state. At present Pendleton 
remains alone in. its innovative 



approach to helping children.

The Gumby and Pokey 
decorations have a special 
significance for the Wests. Joe 
West and his brother are 
nicknamed after the characters. 
This was Brenda's inspiration for 
the decorations. 

"It all started when we were 
back home in up-state. New York 
at my sister's to go deer hun- 
ting," West said. "Overtired 
from running through the woods 
ail day, my brother-in-law fell 
asleep with gum in his mouth. He 
sat up in his sleep and said 'Here 
take JB>SLgum>'JN04>ne waa there, 
to tafce ft and he placed it on his 
side. In the morning the gum was 
stuck under his arm. . My sister 
said, 'Hey Gumby,' and the 
name stuck. He's been 'Uncle 
Gumby' ever since. He calls my 
husband Pokey because he moves 
through the woods so slowly." 

West said the theft of Gumby 

• will not stop her from decorating 

her lawn in the future. She said 

her husband, Joe may be a little 

discouraged. 

She said her husband has been 
very supportive of her love of 
decorating. He often helps her 
with drilling or other jobs she 
cannot manage "because I'm so 
short," West, who is 4 feet 10 in- 
ches tall, said. 

"We do it for the kids and 
because we are young at heart," 
she said. "We believe you are as 
old as you feel. If you think your 
are 40 or 50, then you will act like 
it. Joe really doesn't act his 
age," she said, letting out a big 
laugh. "I don't think I do 
either." 

Age really doesn't worry West. 
After two unsuccessful attempts 
of stating her current age, she 
resorted to subtracting the year 
she was bom from 1986 to come 
up with 32. 

"I guess I just don't think 
about age much," she laughed. 

West became interested in 
making the large plywood 
decorations about four or five 
years ago. While visiting ' her 
sister in Locke, New York. Sh 
was impressed by the plywood 
snowflake and cross her sister 
made. 

"I came home from vacation 
and did one the same day," she 
said. "The first one I made was a 
cr<»s." 

Since that time, West has gone 
on to create a huge flag for the 
4th of July, a candy cane, a 
ghost, a shamrock, a snowflake 
arid the list goes on. She even 
made a Christmas tree that uses 
seven strings of miniature lights. 

West said people have asked if 
"they own Vepco" or have called 
them " Vepco 's best customers." 
She doesn't think the electrical 
cost for their decorations is that 
high. 



"If it does cost a lot, we've 
never stopped to figure it out 
because no matter what we would 
still put them up," she said. "I 
decorate because it makes people 
happy and puts a smile on their 
faces. To me the ability to 
decorate is something no one can 
take away from you." 

The first step in making her 
large decorations, according to 
West, is to purchase the plywood. 
Different types of plywood are 
used depending on the season. 

In a rainy month, like March, a 



heavy plywood must be used to 
keep the decoration from war- 
ping, she explained. 

Then the design is drawn on 
the wood and cut out. If 
aluminum tins are to be used to 
reflect the lights, they are 
prepared next and holes are 
drilled in the wood for the lights. 
■» 

The final steps are painting and 
applying sparkles, she said. 

West said she draws on many 
sources for her ideas. 

"This past Halloween I was 



hanging decorations in the 
house," she said. "One of them 
was a black kitten with its paw on 
a pumpkin. I looked at it and 
thought it would look great in the 
yard and so I made one." 

West says she isn't really ar- 
tistic. It's just that she takes her 
time. 

Disabled as the result of an 
automobile accident, West said 
her craft serves as therapy. 

"It helps take my mind off the 
pain in my leg or worrying about 
going back to the hospital," she 
said. 



Forests are Virginia's 
''Commonwealth" 



The age of a tree can be easily 
determined by counting the 
growth rings; the value of the 
timber industry can be evaluated 
by counting the dollars; but the 
true worth of Virginia's total 
forest resource extends far 
beyond the conventional values. 

State Forester James W. Gar- 
ner recently released a study en- 
titled "Virginia's Forest-Its 
Common Wealth." The study 
evaluates, for the first time, the 
industrial worth and the value of 
environmental amenities of 
Virginia's timberland. "This 
magnificent resource conser- 
vatively contributes $4.2 billion 
to the State's economy each year 
and is a significant factor in the 
quality lifestyle of every 
Virginian," Gamer said. 

The forest industry has grown 
from a hand-operated sawmill at 
Jamestown to an industry spread 
across the state contributing $3.2 
billion to Virginia's economy 
each year. Beyond the impact of 
the industry is the total forest 
resource value-recreation, water 
quality and clean air. The value 
of these fringe benefits add 
another $1 billion bringing the 
total to over $4.2 billion per year. 

The forest industry, unlike 
others, is thoroughly distributed 
throughout the State. Virginia's 
forest products industry ranks 
first in the number of manufac- 
turing sites, providing em- 
ployment, making significant 
financial contributions for local 
schools, roads and other gover- 
nmental services through tax 
revenues. 

The industry contributes 9 per- 
cent of locally-derived revenues 
for education from property and 
personal property taxes, cor- 
porate income tax and taxes paid 
by employees. When all of this is 
taken into account, it is likely 
that no industry is as important 
to Virginia's school systems as 
the forest industry, 
forest. These forests have been 
providing raw materials for the 
growing industry for over 300 
years. Because of the good 
protection and wise use of this 
resource, the industry continues 
to expand.

Since January 1983, 12 forest 
products firms have begun or an- 
nounced plans for new plant con- 
struction.

These new additions 
are expected to create over 1 ,000 
jobs and will involve over one- 
half billion dollars in capital ex- 
pansion. 

The value of this resource 
begins with the thousands of 
landowners across the State. 
Timber is Virginia's largest cash 
crop. Landowners receive over 
$100 million per year for their 
timber. The sale of this timber by 
the owners begins a chain reac- 
tion unseen in most other in- 
dustries. 

Each year over one billion 
board-feet of sawtimber and 
veneer, enough to build more 
than 80,000 homes and two 
million cords of pulpwood, are 
delivered to mills and wood yards 
from Virginia's forests. 

Every $1 earned by a lan- 
downer from the sale of timber 
generates $27.65 in economic ac- 
tivity. This cycle provides em- 
ployment for one of every seven 
Virginians involved in manufac- 
turing and furnishes $1 of every 
$8 of salary and wages and $1 of 
every $9 in value added through 
manufacturing. 

This industry i-anks first in em- 
ployment, first in total expen- 
diture of salary and wages, and 
third in value added from 
manufacturing compared to 
other manufacturing industries. 

Relatively few Virginians have 
a real view of the economic im- 
portance of the forest in the 



State. It is, in fact, an enormous 
industry that is among the largest 
in Virginia and has only begun to 
tap the potential growth. 

"The report illustrates that 
trees do have an importance in 
the economy of the Common- 
wealth, and it emphasizes 
another opportunity for 
economic development in the 
State that has been long 
overlooked. 

"Virginians, for a long time, 
have failed to notice the forest 
for the trees," said State Forester 
Earner. 



While few people realize the 
importance of timber to the 
State, they often overlook the 
economic importance of ad- 
ditional benefits derived from 
our forest because it covers two- 
thirds of the State, the forest 
resource effects the lives of nearly 
all Virginians through hunting, 
fishing, recreation, clean water, 
landscape and horticultural 
products, home sites and air 
quality. 

The total forest resource is a 
natural bond of cycles and cbains 
all of which are dependent on 
each other. Today, Virginia's 
foresters are planting pine on 
steep, eroding marginal lands 
along small streams that carry silt 
and contaminants to the waters 
of the Chesapeake Bay . 

The diverse wildlife species 
depend on a variety of forest 
types, timber ages and clean 
water for their very existence. 
Forest areas that protect our en- 
dangered species have been set 
aside for protection. 

"The noticeable absence of 
dollar figures in the report on the 
intangible benefits is by design. 
How can you put a dollar value 
on clean water, clean air or a 
rplaxing environment in an 
isolated forest setting, stated 
Garner. "The simple beauty of 
mountains and swamps are all 
protected by Virginia's vast 
forest resource;" he said. 

The management and the 
protection of this vital resource is 
important for many reasons. 
These forests contribute greatly 
to the high standard of living that 
Virginians cherish. Trees are 
truly Virginia's common wealth.

struction fields, are well suited to 

self-employment. 

"Students in the cosmetology 
program, for example, are 
required to design a future 
shop," Humphries said. "A 
former student stopped by the 
other day, all excited because she 
was opening her own shop. She 
said she didn't realize what she 
was capable of until she had been 
required to participate in 
this project." 

Both Moosha and Humphries 
stressed that the center Js very 
sensitive to the needs of the 
community and that curriculum 
is constantly being revised. 

The school works very closely 
with local business members and 
the community. There is a 
general Citizens' Advisory 
, Conjmittee as well as smaller 
committees for each program. 
Employment trends are also 
monitored. 



Local jobs 

Students in all of the programs 
can find jobs in their field right in 
Virginia Beach, Humphries said. 
If there is not a demand for jobs 
in a field then the program is not 
offered, she added. 

Qdiite often the demand for 
qualified technicians in the 
various fields exceeds the number 
of students. 

« "We just received a letter from 
the Virginia Masonry Council 
saying there is an acute shortage 
of brick masons in the state," 
Moosha said. "It points out that 
the average a^e of brick masons 
in the state is 57. This means 
there is a definite opportunity for 
our students in this field. " 

Pointing to the school's ability 
to change with the demands of 
the current market, Moosha said 
that every single program offered 
at the school has been changed 
significantly in the last two years. 

The four building trades- 
plumbing, carpentry, masonry 
and electricity-have been 
clustered into residential con- 
struction. This one-year program 
is designed to give students a 
working background in each of 
the four areas. The students 
spend nine weeks in each area. 

There are several reasons for 
this program, Humphries ex- 
plained. First it introduces the 
students to the different areas. 
This will help them in choosing 
which one they would like to 
specialize in during their senior 
year. The working knowledge 
, they receive in these different 
building areas will also aid those 
students who choose to become 
contractors. 

"This kind of working 
knowledge greatly expands the 
students' option after 
graduation," Moosha said. 

Students attending the center 
spend a half day at the center 
studying their trade and a half 
day in their home schools. 
Because the classes are small and 
the sudents spend about three 
hours in the class, there is more 
room for individual instruction. 

"I can't imagine teaching 
English or something in a con- 
"^ ventional high school, where I 
might see 150 students each 
day," Margaret Cramer R.N., a 
teacher in the practical nursing 
program, said. "How could you

She added that choosing , 
to take vocational courses does 
not restrict the students from 
going on with their education af- 
ter high school or pursuing other 
careers after high school. It 
merely gives them another op- 
tion.

VWC applications up 56 percent 



Applications for the fall 
semester at Virginia Wesleyan 
College are up 56 percent over 
last year, and college officials are 
scrambling to find additional 
classroom and faculty office 
space. 

The college reached a peak 
enrollment of 1,000 last Septem- 
ber, and Wesleyan is again ex- 
periencing an increased number 
of applications for next fall at a 
time when the pool of traditional 
college-age students is down. 

Wesleyan officials attribute the 
increase to the growing maturity 
of the college, an increasing 
amount of scholarships and 
financial aid, and an expanded 
admission staff. 

"We are seeing a good increase 
in out-of-state applications as 
Virginia Wesleyan becomes bet- 



ter known, and as we have 
broadened our recruiting effor- 
ts," Steve stocks, director of 
admission, said. "Although we 
do not expect thts percentage to 
continue at the current level, we 
will greatly exceed our previous 
high in number of applications." 

The college could have as many 
as 900 applications this year, 
based on previous experience. 
The freshman class size will be 
about 300 for next fall. 

"We are just about at our 
capacity until additional 
classrooms, faculty office space 
and dormitories can be added," 
James R. BergdoU, vice president 
for College Relations and Plan- 
ning said. 

Several renovation projects 
were carried out during the sum- 
mer to create additional academic 
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space in existing facilities. 

Virginia Wesleyan has been 
housing some students in town- 
houses and apartments adjacent 
to the campus for the past eight 
years. Bergdoll indicates that this 
will continue next fall. Ap- 
proximately 70 students were 
placed in off-campus college- 
arranged housing last year. 

Two new full-time faculty 
positions will be added in the fall 
semester. These include an ad- 
ditional instructor in the 
education department, where the 
number of majors this year has 
increased by 34 percent over last 
year, and a new position in 
physical chemistry. The college 
now has 53 full-time faculty 
members. 

Virginia Wesleyan received in 
December reaffirmation for ac- 
creditation from the Southern 
Association of Colleges and 
Schools and the University 
Senate of the United Methodist 
Church. 

Approximately 80 percent of 
Wesleyan's students now come 
from Virginia, twenty-eight states 
and six foreign countries are 
cpprescjited in the student body. 
About 60 percent of the students 
come from the Hampton Roads 
cities. 

A comprehensive plan for the 
next building program is now 
being prepared, and college of- 
ficials will seek approval for this 
plan from the Board of Trustees 
in May. 
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Regulations to enhance high tech research 
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In the final step of his plan to 
foster the growth of innovative 
high technology industries and 
research facilities in Virginia, 
Governor Charles S. Robb adop- 
ted «n emergency sales and use 
tax regulation of the Department 
of Taxation, which enacts broad 
tax exemptions available to such 
businesses under Virginia law. 

It is foreseen that the 
regulation will compliment the 
objectives of the Center for In- 
novative Technologv, ectahlished 



by the General Assembly in 1984, 
to enhance and expand in- 
novative high technology resear- 
ch and development activities in 
Virginia, according to Danny 
Payne, of tht Department of 
Taxation. 

The regulation will be an im- 
portant factor when high 
technology businesses consider 
locating or relocating to Virginia 
cities, such as Portsmouth, ac- 
cording top Tax Commissioner 



W. H. Fbrst. When this new 
regulation is viewed in conjun- 
ction with Virginia's progressive 
corporation income tax law and 
the General Assembly's • 1984 
repeal of the state's intangible 
personal property tax, "Virginia 
provides a very favorable tax 
climate for high technology 
businesses which located here," 
Forst said. 

Specifically, the regulation 
provides the application of the 



sales and use tax to high, 
tecjjnologjr businesses and 
describes. in detail the board in- 
dustrial manufacturing- and 
research exwnptipns available to 
such firms under Virginia law. « 
In comparing Virginia's law to 
other states, Tax Commissioner 
Forst stated thdt "Virginia has 
one of the- broadest manufac- 
turing exemptions in the nation 
and is one of only a handful of 
states that exempt tangible per- 
sonal property used directly in 



basic research or research and 
development activities." 

The emergency regulation will 
remain in effect until Dec. 1, at 
which time the Department of 
Taxation plans to adopt a per- 
maneftt regulation. The depar- 
tment plans shortly to submit 
formal notice of its intent^ to 
develop a permanent regulation 
under the Administrative Process 
Act, according to Forst. During 
the process of developing the 



permanent regulation, the Depar-^ 
tment of Taxation will solicit and 
welcome suggestions and com- 
ments from any interested person 
or organization. 

Copies of the emergency 
rtgulation are currently available 
from the Department of 
Taxation, at P. O. Box 6-L, 
Richmond, Va., 23282, as is in- 
formation on the application of 
the sales and use tax to high 
technology businesses.

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Beach resident describes beauty of homeland

With a charming accent, Anna 
Schmidt of Virginia Beach pain- 
ted word pictures of Her beloved 
homeland, Norway, for an Inter- 
national Affairs program of the 
Woman's Club of Cradock. 

"I urge all of you someday to 
look at the beautiful fjords and 
snowcapped mountains," she 
said, her eyes sparkling with 
memories she still holds dear. 

Schmidt came to the United 
States in 1915 to further her 
studies in nursing and physical 
therapy. 

"When I was a student there 
were not so many opportunities 
to advance oneself as there were 
in this beautiful America," the 
speaker remembered. 

Since coming to tliis country, 
she said, she has put down roots 
and finds America a fascinating, 
busy place. But Schmidt still har- 
breath, his Keense is taken away 
right then and he lias to walk- 
home of get there the best way he 
can," she said. 

As to litter ptevention: "We 
don't need laws against it because 
people have so much pride in the 
looks of their cities. And, of 
course, Norwegians are very 
clean any way." 

Although most of her im- 
mediate family lives in the United 
States, the "Norwegian lady" 
also maintains a home in Nor- 
way. In reflecting, she said that 
although Virginia winters are 
mostly mild, sht always hopes to 
see a "White Christmas like the 
ones we experienced in Norway 
wnen i was growmg up. i ue 
snow, so high, covered fences 
and familiar landmarks. 

"As you walked or ran you 
could hear the icy snow crackling 
beneath your shoes. Even when 
the temperature dropped very 
low, you somehow didn't feel it. I 
guess the blood was thick," she 
recalled. 

Schmidt admitted, however, 
that she has become more thin- 
blooded after years in the United 
States. She remembered that on 
her last trip to Norway during a 



brief hotel stay, "I slept in my fur 
coat and was still cold." 

The audience warmed to the 
speaker's friendly outreach, ad- 
miring the Norwegian dress and 
the speaker's singing talent as she 

She described her native land 
as a small country with a 
population of scarcely 5 million 
people. Expressively, she 
described its topography as 
heightened by snow-capped 



mountains, valleys and echo song 
festivals and fjords of rushing 
waters. "We love music; we love 
flowers and a lot of us live on lit- 
tle farms," she said. 

Schmidt updated her native 
country's social and cultural 
progress. -^he explained that 
Norway, as in America, attitudes 
on drunk driving had tightened. 

"We don't have many cases 
now because our laws against

Wearing an authentically 
designed, hand-embroidered 
dress created especially for her by 
a relative, Schmidt talked about 
Christmas in her home country. 

"Since it is so close to the

She explained that Christmas 
Eve"is "really the big day. Frien- 
ds and relatives come together for 
a big dinner and an excharige of 
little gifts around midnight. We 
don't go in too much for big 
presents. Christmas is The Lord's 
day; not for things," she em- 
nhasized.

The Little Neck Bikeway, em- 
broiled in controversy for almost 
two months, will be constructed 
as originally proposed in the 
Capital Improvement Program. 

Advocates of various plans 
packed the Council Chambers 
Monday night with the net result 
of having council revert to the 
original plan. 

The eight-foot wide bikeway 
will be constructed, at a cost of 
$631,262, on the east side of Lit- 
tle Neck Road from West Little 
Neck Road to 300 feet south of 
Little Haven Road. 

This had been the plan until 
Jan. 5 when a group of residents 
in the Sea Breeze Farm area 
requested that the bike trail end 
at the entrance to Redwood Far- 
ms. While the rest of Little Neck 
Road is narrow and therefore 
needs a bike path, the portion 
from Redwood Farms is wide and 
needs no bike path, they 
reasoned. A bike path, they ad- 



ded, would cause needles destruc- 
tion of trees. 

Council voted unanimously to 
change the plan. 

Other residents materialized, 
claiming that the Sea Breeze 
Farm contingent did not 
represent the view of the majority 
of the residents. They requested 
reconsideration of council's Jan. 
5 action. 

Councilman H. Jack Jennings 
Jr., who had initiated the change 
in the plan at the request of the 
Sea Breeze residents, and Vice 
Mayor Reba McClanan met with 
other residents last Tuesday and 
as a result brought up the recon- 
sideration Monday night. 

Among the speakers, some 
wanted to move the bike path 
from the east to the west side of 
the road, some suggestd a more 
narrow bike path would do, and 
others, most of the residents wan- 
ted the original bikeway. 

Jennings said he took full 
responsibility for the delay and 
moved to instruct the city

Not the right time 



The timing is not right on the proposed City 
Charter change now in the General Assembly that 
would raise the Virginia Beach debt limit by $8 
million a year for 10 years for the construction of 
roads, highways and bridges. 

The disension airiong Virginia Beach's General 
Assembly delegation is a clear indication of this. 

The proposal was endorsed hastily by the City 
Council at the urging of State Senator Clarence A. 
Holland, D- Virginia Beach. A quick decision was 
needed to get the proposal tacked on to an existing 
charter bill covering tree replacement. 

Since 1974 the City Charter has restricted the 
debt limit to $10 million a year plus the amount of 
debt retiredthe previous year. 

The charter also requires changes to the charter 
~ix made orrfsrafftrareferendum or public hearing. 

But in an epinion presented to Virginia Beach 
Delegates Glenn B. McClanan and Owen B. 
Pickett, Democrats, State Attorney General Mary 
Sue Terry said that the General Assembly was free 
to entertain a request from City Council. 

It is true that the city does need to come up with 
additional funding sources to finance road con- 
struction. But this type of change to the charter 
should not be made without input from the 
citizens. 

This rings ever true in light of the fact that just 
last year voters defeated a package of four bond 
referendums, which totaled $122.8 million. 

Opponents of the proposal claim it is an attempt 
to circumvent the voters. This is the result of a 
hasty decision more than an intention move to 
avoid voter input. 

While the proposal will probably pass a Senate 
subcommittee this week, it will face a more dif- 
ficult future because of the dissension in the 
delegation. * 

This is. actually fortunate. A change of this sort 
needs careful consideration and the input of the 
Virginia Beach voters before it is acted upon.

Let's examine the cruel hoax 
that Harrison wishes to impose 
upon our children. 

She claims that if parental con- 
sent is required our children will 
resort to "illegal, and 
dangerous" abortions. She fails, 
howevej%jp^bint out that accor- 
the United States 
Supreme Court, parents have had 
no rights with regard to their 
child's decision to abort a 
preborn baby for many years. 

She also fails to point out that 
as early as 1971, two years before 
the baby butchers moved from 
the back alley to "Main Stret, 
USA" (in 1973 the United States 
Supreme Court legalized abor- 
tion for the full nine months of 
pregnancy), there were 32 
maternal deaths retiorted as a 




result to the estimated one 
million or more abortions per- 
formed in that year. 

With the advent of penicillin 
and modem medical technology, 
the back alley butchers were 
killing far fewer women but just 
as many preborn children. 

She claims that many of the 
teens who become pregnant are 
carrying "unwanted" babies. But 
she fails to make the point that if 
the public education system were 
committed to instructing our 
children in the healthy and moral 
aspects of chastity, there would 
be far fewer adolescents 
becoming pregnant. 

Instruction supportive of 
traditional family values would 
leave far fewer minor children 
suffering from the permanent 
emotional and psychological side 
effects of dangerous birth control 
chemicals and devices, let alone 
the tragic surgery of abortion it- 
self 

She claims that the state of 
Virginia must continue to deny 
parents their right to be involved 
in the decision of their child to 
abort a preborn baby. 

However, she neglects to ex- 
plain to readers that in the state 
of Utah, where prior parental 



consent was enforced by the Utah 
Department of Health from 1981 
to 1983, the state saw, according 
to Utah State Senator Bryce 
Flamm, a dramatic decrease in 
the rate of pregnaticies among 
unemancipated minor children. 

She claims that our children 
have a right to "safe, legal 
abortions" and even has the gall 
to suggest that these children are 
"women" who should be free to 
choose the right to destroy an in- 
nocent human life without giving 
it a second thought. 

She fails to point out, however, 
that even during a "safe, legal 
abortion" one of the victims dies, 
each and every time, while the 
second victim, the minor child, 
may be physically or emotionally 
scarred for life. 

She also fails to explain that 
although the parent should have 
no rights prior to the ad- 
ministration of abortion, if the 
same minor child suffers after the

This plan, he said, is based 
on principle. He feels large 
amounts of money should not 
be spent on campaigning. 

Pace shares the controlled 
growth philosphy expressed 
several other candidates in the 
election. 

He is a member of the Hunt 
Club Forest Civic Organization 
and the Courthouse-Sandbridge 
Civic Coalition. 

Other candidates seeking at- 



large seats are Rev. Barnett 
Thoroughgood and Nancy K. 
Parker and H. S. "Sam"

Balko takes leave

If I ever thought that the 
publications of the American 
Management Association were 
the sort of dull reading no one 
would choose voluntarily. Per- 
sonal Power: an Unorthodox 
Guide to Success has proven 
otherwise. 

Bosses are not the only people 
who need to exfercise power. 

Hank Karp defines power as, 
"The ability to get all of what 
you want from the environment, 
given what's available." 

Is there anyone who doesn't 
want that? 

This is not commanding blind 
devotion or spreading in- 
timidation or in any way 
damaging other people. Karp's 
key question is, "How did I stop 
myself from getting what I wan- 
ted?" 

The ways people give*aWay 
their own power are surprisingly 
obvious. We tell ourselves that 
we can't just say to the boss, "I'd 
like tomorrow off." Instead, 
something like, "I know that we 
are running a little behind and 
that time is a little tight right 
now, but you don't suppose that 
I could take tomorrow off 
anyway, do you?" comes out. 
That's asking her to say no. 

There are other occasions when 
statements serve better than 
questions. Someone who doesn't 
want to be resDonsible for what 



. he thinks, may start off with, 
"Don't you think that...?" Sup- 
pose you don't? That leaves him 
looxing foolish. And if you do 
agree, he's lost the idea to you. 

Karp says, "Never ask a 
question if you do not want an 
answer!" Parents who ask their 
children if they want to take out 
the garbage aren't going to get 
the answer they want. 

The mirror image of power is 
resistance. Karp defines that as, 
"The ability to avoid getting 
what you don't want from the 
environment." Though we often 
don't value it as much as power, 
it is just as important. 

It is easy to view resistance on 
the part of another, as an ob- 
stacle to getting what we want. 
Yet this is often the best alter- 
native. You are better off without 
grudging compliance, suppressed 
opinions, or half-hearted sup- 
port. 

"No" need not be total or for 
all time. W« can negotiate 
another set of conditions or ac- 
cept part of the request if that is 
all that is available. 

The understanding of resistan- 
ce may be the most valuable thing 
Personal Power has to offer. 

Many of us want other people, 
our employees or our children, to 
become more responsible. In 
other words, we want to develop 
power in others. 

Hank Karp tells a story about 
how he saved a lizard he found 
drying out on a hot sand beach. 

"I picked up my sandal very 
gently in order not to dislodge 
him and began the long, very 
painful trek back to the grove. Sin-

primitive tribe in the world. But 
the pain I had chosen to endure 
made the act all the more noble. 

"When I finally reached the 
grove, I very carefully set the 
sandal down in the shade of some 
tropical shrubbery. Feeling very 
good about myself, I stepped 
back to watch what would hap- 
pen. The small lizard hung onto 
the thong for a few more momen- 
ts and then very gingerly eased 
himself off the sandal and onto 
the ground — whereupon, a large 
lizard came out of the shrubbery 
and ate him!" 

The story is a stark reminder of 
the harm we can do when we're 
sure we know what's best for 
others. There are ways to support 
others as they develop their own 
strength, and some are quite 
surprising. They all begin with 
the recognition that no one can 
give power or take it away from 
anyone but himself. 

The author of these insights is 
H. B. Karp, a Gestalt 
psychologist and a former 
professor at Old Dominion 
University. 

His seminars for managers 
have included many employees of 
the Virginia Beach city gover- 
nment. As one of them, 1 found 
reading Personal Power the next 
best thing to a refreshercourse. 

I recommend the book to 
anyone, manager, or not, who is 
willing to take a close look at her 
own behavior and its effec- 
tiveness. 



The comet is movmg souIh, 
and as the month progresses, it 
will be increasingly difficult for 
viewers in the northern 
hemisphere to see it.

One added attraction since the 
comet's return from perihelion 
(closest proximity to the sun) in 
February, is an increase in the 
length of the tail. 



The comet's tail is formed 
from the gases and dust released 
by the heat of the sun. A comet's 
tail can stretch for millions of 
miles. Its density is so thin, that 
if compressed to the density of 
tfie earth, the tail would only fill 

- The tail always points away 
from the sun, because the solar 
wind and radiation blow the par- 
ticles in the opposite direction. 

The comet's tail should reach 
about 50 million miles or 15 
degrees by mid-March. This is its 
maximum length during this visit. 



4 p.m. burning law in effect 




Virginia's 4 p.m. Burning Law 
is effKtive from Saturday, Mar- 
ch 1 to Thursday, May 15 accor- 
ding to James W. Bright, Chief 
Forest Warden for the City of 
Virginia Beach. 

During this period, daily aerial 
patrols will be flown by the 
Virginia Division of Forestry in 
an effort to spot forest fires and 
to check for compliance with the 
4 p.m. Burning Law. These 
patrols provide quick detection 



and prompt response in getting 
men and fire fighting equipment 
to the scene of forest fires. 

On these flights all open air 
burning will be checked also to 
see if it conforms with Virginia's 
Forest Fire Laws. 

The 4 p.m. Burning Law 
prohibits all open air fires such as 
burning paper, brush, trash or 
any type of inflammable material 
capable of spreadng fire to the 
woods except between the hours 
of 4 p.m. and midnight, unless 
such burning is done more than 
300 feet from any woodland or 
ficl4 leading to the woods. 

The period during which this 
law is effective is normally the 
most hazardous forest fire season 
of the year. If the wind is high 
and the fuel is dry, a small fire 
can within a few minutes turn in- 



to an extremely dangerous forest 
fire. 

The penalty for any person cpn- 
victed of violating this law is a 
fine of not less than $10 or more 
than $100. If any forest fire 
originates as a result of the 
violation, in addition to the 
above penalty, a person is liable 
for all expenses incurred by the 
State in suppressing such fire. 

Bright also states that no open 
air fire can be left burning unat- 
tended at any time, unless more 
than 150 feet from any woodland 
without violating the Virginia 
Forest Fire Laws. 

Anyone having questions 
regarding the Forest Fire Laws or 
any kind of open air burning 
should call the Virginia Division 
of Forestry office at 488-192 1 . 
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To judge the altitude of the comet, use this method. Hold your hand at ami's length in line with tN 
horizon.

Captain. Mary E. Mc Williams, 
USCGR retired, from Great 
Neck, New York, will present 
"Myths and Realities of Women 
in the Military," at 12:30 p.m. in 
Room 921 of the Old Dominion 
University Arts and Letters 
Building.

An Ensign in the 
SPARS (the Coast Guard's 
Women's Reserve), she was 
assigned to Intelligence duties in 
Washington, D.C., and 
Cleveland. ., 

She received her master's 
degree from Colombia University 
Teachers College and taught for 
21 years in Grrat Neck Public 
Schools. 

Paralleling her career in 
teaching, McWilliams was con- 
tinuously assigned to a Coast 
Guard Reserve unit in the New 



York area from 1951 until her 
retirement in 1979. 

In 1971 she was appointed 
Commanding Officer of a Reser- 
ve Unit, the first woman in the 
Coast Guard to be so appointed. 
As pressures, both internal and 
external, were encouraging to 
Coast Guard to examine its 
position on enlistment and com- 
missioning of women, an indoc- 



trination school for petty officers 
was established in 1973 and Mc- 
Williams served as its first com- 
manding officer at -the Reserve 
Training Center, Yorktown. 

The Coast Guard has twice 
awarded her its Commendation 
Medal. In addition to 
professional organizatien»riMc- 
Williams is a membei' of the 



Reserve Officers Association of 
the US, Women's Equity Action 
League (WEAL), NOW (Nassau 
Chapter), and the Coalition of 
Labor Union Women. She is 
currently serving as Democratic 
County committeewoman.

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Planting to attract wildlife 



For Virginia Beach residents 
interested in observing wildlife, 
new planting information to at- 
tract various types of suburban 
wildlife is available. 

The National Wildlife 
Federation and the Planting 
Council, a non-profit cor- 
poration, have jointly developed 
a "Garden for Wildlife" cam- 
paign. 

"The 'Garden for Wildlife' 
campaign is an educational and 
attractive way to convey the value 
of wildlife to everyone," Dr. Jay 
D. Hair, executive vice president 
of the federation, said. "People 
will have the opportunity to ap- 
preciate the beauty of animals in 
their natural environment, and 
know the value of helping restore 
a dwindling natural resource. 
They'll also learn how easy it is to 
make an attractive garden en- 
vironment and how gratifying it 
is to watch birds and other 
animals make it their home." 

The National Wildlife 
Federation has led and nurtured 
this trend of increased interest in 
wildlife since the national conser- 
vation group originated its 
Backyard Wildlife Habitat 
Program in 1973. 

The nationwide program en- 
courages "backyard naturalists" 
to plant gardens with vegetation 
that attracts wildlife by providng 
food, water, protective cover and 
nesting areas for birds and other 
animals. 

The federation helps interested 
wildlife watchers create their own 



habitats with a comprehensive 
Gardening with Wildlife Kit. It 
gives special certification to those 
who apply for and meet the 
criteria for planning and main- 
taining well-kept habitat areas. 

The Planting Council, which is 
composed of lawn and garden in- 
dustry groups, hopes to generate 
a greater appreciation among 
consumers for the plants and 
landscape plans that benefit 
wildlife. 

By providing retailers with 
merchandising aids, plant, iden- 
tification tags, posters and ac- 
curate information about garden 
planning and equipment, the 
council \yill make the "Garden 
with Wildlife" message and 
materials widely available. 

"Garden For Wildlife" logos 
will help consumers choose ap- 
propriate plants, feeders, 
watering devices and other 
equipment which will attract 
wildlife that live in their area. 

"People may not realize that 
the trees and plants they see every 
day are ideal for attracting 
wildhfe," Craig Tufts, director 
of Nongame/Urban Wildlife for 
the National Wildlife Federation, 
said. "Dogwood, for example, is 
really a berry-bearing shrub that 



is particularly appealing to 
thrushes, bluebirds, catbirds and 
other migrating songbirds in the 
faH. Dense evergreens can- 
provide excellent cover from win- 
ter winds and snow, and adding 
trumpet creeper or fuschia is a 
sure-fire way to attract humming- 
birds." 

Interest in planning wildlife 
habitat is not limited to 
homeowners. Public, corporate 
and recreational building projects 
are responding to this growing 
trend and many are now incor- 
porating habitat landscape into 
their facilities. Even land 
developers are getting into the 
act. 

The Federation's "Gardening 
With Wildlife Kit," which con- 
tains a 64-page book. "Plant An 
Oasis For Wildlife," sample lan- 
dscape plans and planning tools, 

guides to attracting and iden- 
tifying birds, and a Wildlife Gar- 
dener's Journal will be available 
beginning Friday, March 31, for 
$16.95.

woric when the bell rings at 9:10 

a.m. 

•Have paper, pe^ncils and com- 
pleted assignments for the class 
every day. 

•Keep hands, feet, body and 
objects to yourself. 

•Show respect to others no 
swearing; teasing, rude gestures 
or put downs. 

•No unnecessary noise (any in- 
tentional disturbances that im- 
pede instructional process). 

•Follow directions whenever 
they are given. 

A system of check marks is 
used to record misbehavior. 
There is a punishment to coincide 
with each check received in a day; 
the maximum being five, which 
results in being sent to the office. 

"There will always be some 
discipline problems in the 
classroom," Oglcsby said. "But 
having a simple, clear 
management plan means that 
teachers do not have to spend 
large amounts of time on 
-4iscipUne. -This allows for 
time to be spent on instruction." 

Students are also regularly 
rewarded for good behavior and 
personal achievements. 

Quality of instniction 

Quality of instruction was an 
important criterion in qualifying 
schools for the national 
recognition program. In addition 
to providing students with a 
sound foundation in the basics, 
reading writing, and math, the 
criteria requires that instructional 
programs provide students with 
knowledge of literature, history, 
geography, science and the arts. 

Oglesby attributes the schools' 
ability to provide an excellent in- 
structional program to two main 
factors. First he said is the 
working relationship between 
teachers and the school ad- 
ministration. The second is 



strong support from the schools 
system's instruction and 
curriculum departments. 

"The principal should be an 
instructional leader and work 
with the teachers on developing 
ideas," he said. "1 like to en- 
courage the teachers to be creative 
and take an active role in 
designing curriculum . " 

To encourage teacher input 
frequent meetings and in-service 
programs are held. 

The School is currently 
working on four new programs 
that resulted from this process. 

There is a special computer 
math lab for fourth grade studen- 
ts. The purpose is to use the com- 
puter to help students improve 
their math skills. There is also a 
school-wide program dealing 
with problem solving skills. 

One of the goals of the creative 



writing program is to put 
together a book of the students' 
best writing efforts for the year. 
This program was done on the 
fourth grade level last year. The 
book was so successful that the 
school's PTA is funding the 
project on the school-wide basis 
this year. 

Teachers with the aid of the 
schools system's instruction and 
curriculum departments have 
developed a map skills program. 
This is aimed at improving 
students' skills in geography. 

Community involvement 

rhe community atmosphere of 
the school is also a plus for the 
students and the school as a 
whole, Oglesby said. 

All the students live within a 
mile of the school, he said. There 
are only two school buses serving 




the school. Most of the students 
walk. 

As a result of this, the school is 
able to provide a lot of extra- 
curricular programs. 

The school's VIE (volunteers 
in education) program is one of 
the largest in the city, Oglesby 
said. 

"You just have to operaL: i 
friendly, open school," he said. 
"It is important to let the volun- 
teers know they are appreciated 
and needed." 

Next step in recognition process 

The process for selecting the 
final group of schools for 
national recognition includes a 
screening this spring in^-^ 
Washington by a panel of lay 
education leaders. This will be 
followed by two-day visits to 
some of the schools by education 
specialists. 

Secretary Bennett is to an- 
nounce in late June the schools 
selected for national recognition.

City Council members, who 
have been a trifle confused on 
what coh^itutes a conflict-of-i 
terest havev^n told to "searcl 
, your souls^~i)«£ere deci 
whether to vote 

Robert Humphries, Deputy 
Commonwealth's Attorney, told 
council last week that the inter- 
pretation of the state's conflict- 
of-interest law changes from 
moment to moment." 

He said that a recent decision 
of the Virginia Supreme Court 
represents a departure from past 
interpretations of the law in that 
it is based on the current rather 
than previous conflict-of-interest 
statutes. 

Humphries referred to the 
case, West vs. Jones (West is 
former Richmond Mayor Roy 
West) on which the Supreme 
Court based its decision. He said 
be umto'jtood from the decision 
that if an action involves a 
foreseeable personal interest or 
benefit a conflict-of-interest 
arises the moment it occur<! 




he advised council to use 
common sense. If a council 
member finds a resonable, 
foreseeable conflict, "don't in- 
volve yourself." 

A public servant whose interest 
is involved in a transaction is 
limited by the interest shared with 
the public at large, he said. That 
is, the public servant shares an in- 
terest with the general public, the 
conflict does not exist. If the in- 
terest is peculiar to the official, a 
conflict-of-interest may exist. 

"The General Assembly." he 
said, "has been madly scram- 
bling to change all the rules." 
One change is to decriminalize 
the penalty and to establish a 
maximum punishment of $500. 



Councilman Robert G. Jones 
questioned Humphries about the 
statement of A. E. Dick Howard, 
a University of Virginia law 
professor and constitutional ex- 
pert. Howard said tttat legislators 
are protbcted by a state con- 
stitution clause that makes them 
immune from prosecution for 
any "speech or debate" made in 



either house. City Council, 
however, is not protected by the 
law. 

Humphries said that it was 
Howard's legal opinion that a 
vote of the state legislators is not 
permissible as evidence. 

Commonwealth's Attorney 
Paul Sciortino, who had 
discussed the Conflict-of-interest 
law with council in an executive 
session, had advised council not 
to go forward with its local con- 
flict-of-interest ordinance until 
the state makes a decision about 
the state law. 

Humphries said that the con- 
flict of interest law is a lot like 
dealing with obsecenity statutes. 
He quoted Supreme Court 
Justice Potter Stewart as saying 
that he didn't know whether he 
could not define obscenity, but 
that he knew it when he saw it. 
, Jones said, however, that the 
'COI issue was more difficult than 
pornography. He said that a 
mental state is involved and that 
it is a serious matter to disenfran- 
chise sohieone.

the area burned, to see if there 

was a bucket brigade. 

' Virginia Beach did not of- 
ficially have a fire department 
until the early 1900s because it 
was a resort community, Grube 
said. 

"People from Norfolk and 
other areas built summer homes 
in the Virginia Beach area," he 
said. "The thought of living here 
year-round never occured to 
them." 

Major fires, like the burning of 
the Princess Anne Hotel on June 
10, 1907, that have occurred in 
the city over the years will be 
highlighted in the book, Grube 
said. Civic activities in which the 
firemen have been involved over 
the years will also be included. 

With much of the background 
research completed, Grube is 
now beginning to interview 
firemen, both past and present. 
He is also working on the dif- 
ficult task of locating and collec- 
ting old photographs of the 
firemen, the equipment and fires 
that have occurred in Virginia 
Beach. 

"The oldest Virginia Beach 
firemen I have located join«I the 
Department in the 1930s," he 
said. "The oldtimers are the ones 
with the really great stories to 
tell. More difficult than finding 
firemen is locating 

photographs." 



He pi^t!> tu have the book 
ready for printing by August. 

What inspired this fireman to 
write a book? 

"I think there is a real need for 
the citizens to know about the 
Virginia Beach Fire Depar- 
tment," he said. "Rookies in the 
department should know about 
where we have come from and 
where we are going. The book 
will also be good for the firemen 
to reminisce about the old days 
and have as a keepsake." 

Grube is an avid reader. He has 
taken writing classes at Tide- 
water Community College, while 
working on an associate degree in 
fire science. 

Grube is also working on a fic- 
tional book about a firefighter. 
He may even write a children's 
book with a fire fighting theme. 

"We are just starting to buy 
books for our son Timothy, who 
is 19 months old. There are hun- 
dreds of firefighting books for 
children, but none that really 
thrill me," he said. 

Grube said he first became in- 
terest«l in the fire department 
when he was 13 or 14. 

"My family moved to the 
London Bridge area from Atlan- 
ta, Georgia 15 years ago," he 
said. "I would hear the siren on 
the London Bridge Firehousc go 
off. One day I rode my bike up 
there to investigate. Then I star- 
ted hanging around the fire com- 
pany." 



Before long, Grube said, the 
firemen accepted him. He was 
allowed to wash the trucks and 
sweep around the station. At 16 
he became a volunteer fireman. 
When he was 19 he took the test 
and became a paid fire fighter 
and has been with the department 
since then. 

"It was really good for me," 
he said. "At 19 I landed on a 
career Hove." 

Grube said he has been active 
in the department's fire education 
program and enjoys talking with 
people in the community about 
fire safety. He is not ready, 
however, to give up his hose and 
go into fire education on a full- 
time basis. 

"1 like my hose and nozzle and 
the action," Grube said. "I'm 
still eager and ready to go. 1 like 
fire fighting because when the 
alarm goes off that means 
someone in trouble needs our 
specialized help." 

He quickly admits that fire 
fighting isn't for everyone. 

"When the bell rings at 2 a.m. 
you're going to get excited,*^ he 
said. "One minute you're in a 
nice warm bed and the next 
minute you're on the back of a 
truck with snow blowing in your 
face. But on every call you get the 
satisfaction of knowing you have 
helped someone in need." 



The National Society to 
Prevent Blindness, Virginia Af- 
filiate's released a revised edition 
of its Home Eye Test for Adults 
(HETA), is available to Virginia 
Beach residents.

However, 
the test can warn of more serious 
eye problems that require prompt 
medical attention. 

The HETA, developed with the 
advice of some of the nation's 
leading ophthalmologists, is not 
diagnostic. The society recom- 
mends a periodic professional eye 
exam even for those who have 
passed the test.

Definition of 
''Family'* changed 

The definition of "family" in 
the Comprehensive Zoning Or- 
dinance has undergone some 
changes. 

A family may now consist of 
a group of not more than five 
(changed from four) persons 
(including servants) who need 
not be (changed from "not 
related") related by blood or 
marriage, adoption or ap- 
proved foster care or a group of 
not more than five persons in- 
cluding surrogate parents under 
approved supervision of either 
the Department of Mental 
Health and Mental Retardation 
or the Department of Social 
Services, living together and 
sharing living areas in a 
dwelling unit. 

A "family" also refers to an 
individual or two or more per- 
sons related by blood, marriage 
or adoption or approved forster 
cafe. This part remained un- 
changed. 

The changes were requested 
by Vice Mayor Reba Mc- 
Clanan. 



Animal adoption 
fee raised to $50 

The cost of adopting a dog or 
cat which has not been spayed 
or neutered from th? Animal 
Control Bureau has gone up 
from $35 to $50. 

The reason for the higher fee 
is to promote the spaying or 
neutering of the adopted 
animals. 

Under the old fee plan, $25 
of the $35 fee was refunded 
when the owners showed proof 
that the animal had been spayed 
or neutered. 

Most veterinarians in the 
area, however, charge $40 to 
spay or neuter a dog or cat, dif- 
ference between the cost of the 
operation and the refund is 
considered the major reason 
why proof of spaying or 
neutering was not presented in 
159 of the 419 cases where 
animals were adopted. 

The new fee will allow $40 to 
be refunded with proof of 
spaying or neutering. 

The Virginia Beach SPCA 
also agreed to increase its rebate 
to $40. 

Councilwoman Meyera 
Oberndorf suggested changing 
the ordinance so that the people 
adopting a dog would not have 
to spend almost $1(X) up front 
— the $10 fee, $40 for the 
veterinarian and $40 which later 
would be refunded. 

Mayor Harold Heischober 
said this need not be so. The 
cost of the operation could be 
put on a Master Charge, he said 
and the individuals would have 
the $40 refund to pay the bill 
before the bill came. 

Councilman John A. Baum 
pointed out that counting the 
cost of shots and other 
necessary care for the animal, 



the new owners, in any event, 
would be spending closer to 
$300. 

The new fee was approved 
with Oberndorf dissenting. 



General funds 
used for flyover 

The city had to dip into its 
undesignated general fund 
balance to for about $4,580 
million to purchase right-of- 
way required for the Route 44 
ramp at Independence 
Boulevard. 

Although funds for the 
project, in the Capital Im- 
provement Program, are to 
(SSme^'^om Route 44 Toll 
Revetlues, the Virginia Depar- 
tment of Highways and Tran- 
sportation has not appropriated 
any funds for the land 
acquisition. 

Council was forced to act 
with its own funds, which it ex- 
pects to recoup , wheh 
development plans for the 
property were submitted to the 
city. The city was pressed to 
approve the plans or acquire the 
property. 

Residents of the surrounding 
communities supported the 
purchase. 

The fiyover planned in the 
project will carry traffic from 
Route 44 to Baxter Road . 



Council caught 
between tree lines 

"Caught between tree lines" 
as one council member put it, 
council went ahead with plans 
to purchase part of the Elmer 
ToUc property for the Elbow 
Road extension from Salem 
Road to Princess Anne Road. 

Council has been beseeched 
to save three 100-year-old gum 
trees on the ToUe property 
falling in the path of one 
proposed alignment. 

Neighbors have asked council 
to save the trees on the opposite 
side of the Tolle property and in 
the way of another proposed 
alignment. 

Thfsiniaironled Councilman 
Robert G. Jones to comment 
that council was "caught bet- 
ween two tree lines." 

City Council authorized the 
acquisition of the strip of Tolle 
property which will have to be 
acquired whichever alignment is 
used. 

One alignment would require 
the property for a right-of-way. 
Under another alignment the 
configuration of, the property 
remaining outside of the right- 
of-way would be tiseless to the 
owners and therefore an 
obligation of the city to 
acquire. 

Council's action was needed 
so that Tolle could proceed with 
his plans for the rest of his 
property. 



Council dissolves 
five ad hoc 

City Council has dissolved 
five ad hoc committees. They 
are the Air Cushion Advisory 
Committee, Citizens to Study 
the Impact of State and Federal 
Legislative Actions on City 
Governments, Environmental 
Ad Hoc Committee; Francis 
Land House Committee to 
study bid proposals, and the 
Study Commission on Local 
Government. 



Perry recognized 
for service 

John L. Perry, City Council 
candidate, is the recipient of 
two resolutions of ap- 
preciation, one for his service as 
the Burton Station represen- 
tative on the Community 
Development Citizen's Ad- 
visory Committee and another 
for his 11 years service on the 
Social Services Board. 

Mayor Harold Heischober 
made the presentations when 
council also approved 
resolutions recognizing the ser- 
vice on the Citizen's Advisory 
Committee of SherrV Ann Bax- 
ter, Joshua F Edwards, 
Franklin H. Friends and Leola 
A. Williams. Only Perry was 
present to accept the 
resolutions.

Maryann I. Ustick, Com- 
munity Development Depar- 
tment director, was presented a 
resolution by Council in 
recognition of her service on the 
Southeastern Tidewater Oppor- 
tunity Project since June, 1984. 



City may purchase 
Holland Utilities 

The city is considering the 
purchase of Holland Utilities, 
Inc., the last private sewer 
utility company in the city, 
-^^ity Council authorized the 
expenditure, from the water 
and sewer contingency fund, 
for a study to evaluate the 
system . The company serves the 
PacoJiojltas Village- 
Wedgewood Trailer Park area. 

the Chicago firm of Alvord, 
Burdick and Howson has been 
commissioned to do the 
engineering study for $20,000. 
The total cost for the valuation, 
appraisals and inspections are 
estimated at $40,000 including a 
$5,000 contingency. 



General Booth 
land rezoned 

More land on General Booth 
Boulevard has been rezoned for 
business although City Council 
policy would limit commercial 
rezonings along the corridor. 

The property rezoned, at the 
request of Amos J. Ward and 
others, involves 7.1 acres on the 
west side of General Booth 
Boulevard, 420 feet north of 
Dam Neck Road. Located at 
1544 Oceana Boulevard, the 
property was rezoned from AG- 
2 Agricultural District to B-2 
Community- Business District. 

Grover Wright, attorney for 
the applicant, said that it was 
unreasonable to expect the 
property to be developed at 
three resdiential units per acre, 
as recommended by the Com- 
prehensive Plan, because 
business zoning existed-xm both 
sides. 

The commercial strategy for 
the study area calls for com- 
mercial development to be 
located at major intersections 
and limited to that necessary to 
support the surrounding 
development. 

The plan recommends no 
commercial rezoning for the 
next five years. 

Council, however, agreed 
with Wright and unanimously 
voted to rezone the property. 



Dominion Resources 
request denied 

Council denied the ap- 
plication of Dominion Resour- 
ces Inc. for a change of zoning 
from R-3 Residential District to 
0-1 Office District on 5.69 
acres and from R-3 Residential 
District to I-l Light Industrial 
District on 8.92 acres. The 
properties are located at the 
southwest corner of London 
Bridge Road and General 
Booth Boulevard. 



The property was to be used 
for the Virginia Power Com- 
pany district headquarters. 
Also denied was a conditional 
use permit for a power com- 
pany storage yard for part of 
the property. 

The applicant had asked for 
withdrawal of the application 
because of the opposition in the 
community. 

Landstown residents 
speak too late ^^ 

Landstown area residents 
had their say, but it was too 
late. 

Debbie Futimoto, of 
Glastonbury Road, asked 
council to reconsider the selec- 
tion of the transfer station site 
off Landstown Road, approved 
over two other sites a few weeks 
ago. 

Only one person showed up 
to oppose the selection of the 
site when the selection was 
made, compared to numerous 
others who opposed selection of 
the other sites. Vice Mayor 
Reba McClanan, who voted 
against choosing the Lan- 
dstown site, said that was the 
reason Council chose the site. 

Futimoto submitted a 
petition containing names of 
100 residents in opposition. 

Several other residents spoke 
to oppose the site selection 
because of traffic, the odor, 
and the possible devaluation of 
property. 

The site will be used by the 
Southeastern Public Service 
Authority (SPSA) to construct 
a transfer station serving the 
regional refuse disposal system. 

Councilman Robert G. Jones 
said that he did not vote for the 
location, but that he saw no 
benefit in bringing up the item 
again. No action was taken. 

Sandbridge residents 
request council action 

Sandbridge residents have 
requested City Council take 
further action to have the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers in- 
clude Sandbridge in the 
hurricane protection study. 

The Corps had recommended 
the study include the Ocean- 
front but not Sandbridge 
because it was not cost- 
efficient. 

Council already has passed a 
resolution requesting an expan- 
sion of the scope of the project 
to include Sandbridge. The 
residents have agreed to make 
more information available to 
back up a restudy of the 
request. 

Council awards 
cafe franchises 

Five boardwalk cafes will 
serve beachgoers this summer. 

Council has awarded fran- 
chises to five businesses which 
include Atlantic Enterprises 
trading as Oceanfront Inn/Sur- 
fside Cafe at 2901 Atlantic 
.Avenue; Beach Motel Cor- _ 
poration ait 3410 Atlantic 
Avenue; Barclay Restaurant 
Corporation trading as London 
Pavilion Restaurant at 809 
Atlantic Avenue; Banana 
Republic, Inc. at 1904 Atlantic 
Avenue, and Colonial Inn, 
Inc., operating at Gary's 
Restaurant at 2809 Atlantic 
Avenue.

manager to revert to the original 
plan. Council approved by a vote 
of 11-0. 

Margit Maynard, who said she 
lives in Redwood Farms but owns 
property in Sea Breeze, scolded 
council for its vacillation on the 
issue. She said a small portion of 
the residents misled their neigh- 
bors, some by intimidation. 

"Jack," she said to the coun- 
cilman, "You're not going to 
please everyone." 

Jim Holmes, who has served 
on the bike path committee, said 
that bike paths did not have to be 
eight feet wide. He suggested 
listing two or three options and 
mailing questionnaires to the 
residents. 

Ronald Dukes did not want to 
wait that long. He said that trees 
are important but that most of 
the residents supported com- 
pleting the path. He said only a 
small minority of the people 
would stop it. He said the issue 
has been studied and restudied 



and that the city now should go 
ahead. 

He presented a stack of letters 
from residents supporting the 
original plan who could not be at 
the meeting. 

Dr. Donnele Sogn and a few 
supporters wanted to move the 
path from the east to the west 
side of the road, but said that 
council should make an informed 
decision. 

Tom Barton supported con- 
tinuing the eight-foot wide bike 
path on the east side according to 
safety standards and approved by 
the citizens. He said that it is 
Council's job to protect the 
citizens, but that some make it 
dificult. 

Barton said the situation in- 
volves "the life or death of some 
of our children." 

"When it comes to trees or 
children," said Mayor Harold 
Heischober, "I'm going with the 
children." '
